A Full 
County Affairs.

We, the grand jury, selected, chosen and 
sworn forthe iail term of Iss#of Falton county 
superior court, make the folowing presentments - 

Competent committees were selected for Min - 
ing public byildings, roads and afte, convict 
Calpe, county chaingang Cats almshouse and 
justice of the peace Joekets, allof which reports 
were unaninguaef adopted and are as follows - 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS’ 

he courthouse {4 in good condition and house 
and grounds clean and well kept. The neating 
apraratus is entirely inadequate to the proper 
heating of the building, but it is supplemented by 
grates and stoves, so as to mage the building com- 
fortable. Asthe present manner of beating seems 
to be satisfactory to most of the county officers, we 
leave the matter without recommendation. 

The grand juryivisited the jailin a body and found 
it in a very bad condition, We found the building 
leaking badly and apparently -in @ very neglected 
condition. Our committee, however, visited the 
jail subsequently and found it vastly improv ed. 
We find the stairway leading to the women's quar- 
ters very narrow and sicep, and think that in case 
ot fire it would be almost impossible for the prison: 
ers to escape. Phis defect should be remedied if 
possible, We also find the women’s ceils poorly 
ven lated, and we think oyenings should be made 
in the rear so as to giv@ a free passage of air. 

The arrangements for washing clothes are very 
had and entirely inadequate. There is no hot water 
spout in the washroonn, and no stationary tubs, 
which would, we think, be a valuable improve 
ment.and worth, from asanitary point of view, much 
more thati their cost. We recommend they ‘be put 
in. The cells we find freshly whitewashed and ina 
cleanly condition, and no offensive smeli about 
them, but in view of the cold weatherw hich is 
upon us, when outside, fresh air is necessarily cut 
off. We recommend that close covers be fitted to 
the water closet seats, they now being open. 

We find the quarters of the United State 3 prisoners 
in the yard ina very dilapid ated and poor condi- 
tion, and recommend that in vey be thoroughly over- 
hauled and repaired at on¢ We also think straw 

should be provided for this class of prisoners for 
The kitchen we find ina very neat and 
eleauly condition, but there is complaint of short 
rations, there being but two meals served a day, 
and this complaint is generally among the United 
States prisoners confined for breach of the revenue 
laws. We find the jail terribly overcrowded, and 
recommend an addition etonce be made, which 
would at least double its present capacity. We 
wonld especially recommend and urge upon our 
county commissioners the necessity of making some 
arrangements by which the minors can be conn ined 
{in reparate quarters from the older criminals. We 
think this shoula be done atonce. We find the 
treads tothe stepleading upto the upper tier of 
eclls, also passage way in front, very badly worn, 
andwe think they should be renewed at once, 
Many of the planks are very thin, and one js worn 
through, leaving a good-sized hole. 

We recommend that all outstde doors leading into 
the jail shouid be of iron- -they now being of wood 
and very light, and of no use if the jail should be 

attacked by a mob. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES, 

Oureommiltee of competent members make the 
following report, to which we ask especial attention 
of the county commissiorers: 

“We have traveled over about one hundred miles 
of the principal thoroughfares leading to the city, 
and tind themin pretty good condition, We find on 
the Mayson and Turner’s ferry road amile or two 
graded and rubbled—a very acceptable road. We 
also founda partof the couniy chaingang putting 
down rubble cn the Marietta road, just beyond J. D. 
Co'lins’s residence, doing good work, We think it 
faPsperior to macadain, and we recommend that 
the county commissioners hire all the able-bodied 
convicts that they can get from other counties at 
rensouable prices, as it will not increase the ex ense 
of the county for guards and bosses. We find about 
five miles from the city, on the Jonesboro road, the 
Atianin aud Florida railroad runs for some dis- 
tance in the edge of the public road, and it 
makes it very dangerous. It should have 
prompt atiention of the county commissioners, 

We tind the bridge across Nancy’s creek, on the 
Powers ‘erry road, in very bed condition and recom- 
mend anew bridge. Wealso think there should be 
a uew bridge at Walkcr’s mill, across Clear creck. 
We also think there should bea bridge across Sandy 
creek, on the road leading from Bolton to Adams- 
ville, near the residence of Mr, Knight. We also 
recomuiend that the approach to Plaster’s bridge, 
across Peachtree ereek, should be repaired, and 
also tie bridge across Nance’s creek, on the Ros- 
well road.

STATE CONVICT CAMPS, 
committee from the grand jury and citizens 
‘convict camp of the Chattahoochee 

It was found in admirable con- 

Lverything looks clean and healthy; their 

apartments are well ventilated, and well 
provided with stoves for beating purposes in cold 
weather. Weinspected their hospital thoroughly 
and consider it a credit to the company. We found 
the prisoners in a healthy condition, not more than 
three or four at all unwell, and none seriously sick. 
We inspected the food of the prisoners very care- 
fully, and found it well cooked and of good quality 
and quantity, which consisted of good corn bread, 
fre<h beef and vegetables obtained fresh trom their 
own garden, We conversed freely with the prison- 
ers and found them as contented as mankind can 
be when deprived ot their freedom, They have 8&5 
malice and 23 femalesatthiscamp. ‘The commit- 
tee unanimously recommended to his excellency 
Giovernor J. B. Gorcon to extend executive clem- 
cy tod. PD. Grantand Alexander McMillen, who are 
mow full trustys and have bebaved well during 
their linprisonment. 

COUNTY CHAIN GANG CAMP. 

We find the prison near the East Tennessee shops 
in very fair condition, except the kitchen cooking 
utensils, eic., which are disgustingly filthy. We 
think the free use of lime and whitewash about the 
place generally would add lo its appearance and 
healthfulnces. This canrp is admirably situated on 
@ high knoll, well laid cil and so arranged as to 
Save everything very caretully. Even the wash 
from pig pens, dog kennels, stock barns and mule 
lot—-in fact al‘ the filth which necessarily accumu. 
lates about sucha place is carefully preserved by 
sunning it int Todd's branch, which bounds the 
Jot Ou iwosides. thence into the elity reservoir to 
flavol the water which is distributed through 
the city jor culinary and other purposes. 

The stockade north of the city is a disgrace to any 
civilized community, lt seems thatthe count y of

Not more than one hundred yards from this hos- 
pital we found the stockade. which is used for the 
fermale convicts of thiscounty. These convicts are 


used on the farm in cleaning up the premises and 


for such other work as they are able to perform. 
We found this siockade in splendid condition. We 
freely talked withthe inmates, and found them as 
well contented as persons in their efrcumstances 
could possibly be.

We are of the opinion that the proiniscuous beg- 
gingin this cougty should be stopped. Deggars 
have becomean eyesore and a nuisance to the citi- 
vensandan annoyance to our visitors. If parties 
making application are worthy they should be sent 
tothe almshouse; if not they should be treated as 
vagrants. Dr. k. L. Hope, the superintendent and 
physician of the institution, is kind and patient and 
understands his duties well. We think the county 
commissioners should keep him as long as his sery- 
ices can be obtained, 

We don’t think there is a better.institution of the 
kind in the south, and it i¢ an honor to Fulton 
county. 

DOCKETS OF THE JUSTICE? OF THE PRACE. 

We find the books in the offices within the bound- 
aries of Atlanta all neatly and correctly kept and 
up to the standard expected. In reference to those 
in the country districts we haye also approved 
them, but believe that the county commissioners 
should introduce and require a printed docket, and 
that every blank for each case should be numbered 
and filed by each justice in numerical order, and by 
this means mutilating the books or skipping cases 
avoided. All cases should be entered with ink, 
and in no case pencil use permitted. We further 
recommend that each justice should be required to 
send by hisown bailiff to the clerk of the superior 
court every csse bound over or sent up to the higher 
courts, and that each case be numbered in order by 
the justice, turning the same over to the said clerk, 
and that all cases shall be turned over tothe solici- 
tor-general by the clerk of the court, and that all 

cases from the recorder ofthe city thet may be 
bound over toto the superior court, shal! tak ‘the 
same direction, first going to the clerk of the super 
jor court, and then to the solic:tor-general of said 
court, and that tbe clerk shall keep a record of the 
cases turned over to the solicitor. The object of this 
method is that compromises, pigeon-holed cases, 
aud cases lost, may be avoided. We alsoask that 
the county commissioners look juto the mest of 
what is known as straw bail, and we are i rised 
with what looseness and absence of vaspouadaision 
cur officers permit irresponsible persons to stand 
for evil doers, and that what would seem to be pro- 
fessiopal bond makers should be permitted. We 
learn that in net a few instances, by witnesses be- 
fore our body, that Adam Beck, P. F. Freeman and 
John Anderson were not owners of enough property 
valnes to cover the homestead limit. Adam Sine 
testified before our body that in real estate and per 
sonal@roperty, he was worth abou} one tho: aaa 
and thathe owed about four hundredand dollars, 
sixtydollars he furthermore testified that he did 
know and had never seen, to-his knowledge, the 
parties who:e boud he signed; he also tes'ijed 
that the attorney who called upon him assured him 
that it was all form and that he had notuing to fear 
in a bond given in a justice of the peace court. He 
also testified that he was paid money for the use of 
his name, and many promises were made by the. 
attorney. All these professional bondsmen testified 
to about the same. Jom Anderson, we learn, 
is worth nothing pecuniarly. These bonds are ap 
proved by our recorder and 4 justice of the peace, 
before whom the cases were tricd. These are great 
evils and shor ld be remedied, Give to the people 
good and safe bonds; the amount above ihe home 
stead limits, or let the person be sent to prison to 
await trial. 

COUNTy PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

We have naan pied tous a very comprehensi 
report fur 1587, irom Hon. John N, Fain, 
school commissio:rer. It is his fourth annual report, 
and shows that we have the right man in the right 
place, The county board of education consists of 
five members, with Adam 8. Pool as president. The 
board have located and have had in successful oper- 
ation forty-one publie schools duriug 1587, twenty- 
eight for wi ite and thirteen for colored pupils,

We have had a great many bilis against parties 
for selling liquors on the Sabbath day, and for sell- 
ing it to minors that roam our streets at night. All 
this should be stopped, and our dependence is on 
our city police to arrest and to arraign, and thus 
regulate those yiolating a very plain and stringent 
law. We depend largely upon the chief of police to 
instruct bis men, not in a casual way, but witb full 
and comprbhensive orders to ‘cause this evil to 
cease, or bring every one so violating the law before 
the higher county courts, where they may be taught 
a lesson, as the law plainly indicates, 

We would urge upon our own members of the leg- 
islature the necessity ofalaw making ita misde- 
meanor for a minor to forge the name of his pa- 
rents or guardian to an order for the purchase 
of liquor, or certifying over his own signature 
that he is over twenty-one years of age. 

We congratulate the county in the absence toa 
very large degree of places where faro dealing, 
gambling with cards or dice, or pool playing is car- 
ried on for money. Our county and city is particu- 
larly free from it, and we have great cause to thank 
our police and officers of the county for this exemp- 
tion, 

We think greater care should be shown in taking 
bonds for faithful performance of duty by our elect- 
ed officers; bonds should be frequentiy scrutinized 
aud their value known tobe absolutely good. We 
make these observations in view of the past, that 
very little of yalue has ever been collected on per- 
sonal bonds given when fi fus. have been issued in 
our county affairs. 

It isthe judgment of thie body that a security 
company bond should asarule be preferred over 
that of a personal bond. 

We are pleased to give credit and special mention 
of the superior court official who, when approached 
by an attorney emp!oyed for the defense in the late 
Eddleman trial, and was asked that he should at- 
tach farnished names tothe jury list, he instantly 
refused, and thus cut off any help on his part in aid 
of what has been shown to us as the most corrupt of 
ail the cases up before our criminal court for many 
years, and we @sk that the grand jury for the spring 
term of 1889 take up the evidence where we now 
leave it, and that they prosecute it jin behalf of an

We find by examining the minutes of the courts 
that the amounts of fines imposed in some cases do 
not agree with the amounts reported as collected. 

We haye heard complaints about the amount of 
work done in divorce cases, for which the officers 
get no pay, and we think they are well foun: led. 

The great number of divorce cases tried in Fulton 
county throws an immense amount of work on the 
clerk, and it would be notning but right for a law 
to be passed to require the costs to be paid in ad- 
vance. 

Such alaw would be just to the officers of the 
court, and would tendio decrease the number of 
atvorce cases, and so stop a growing evilin our com- 
munity. 

The preparation of papers in cases that go from 
the city and superior covets of this county to the 
supreme court ofthe state deserves special com- 
mendation for the neatness and great care that is 
shown in the work. 

AX COLLECTOR'S OFFICE. 
It is with regret that we have to report unfavora- 
bly upon the condition of affairs in this office. 

e found upon entering upon our exainination 
here that there had Been no settlement bad by the 
collector with the connty since he assumed charge 
of the office. 

Our investigations were very long, tidious and labo- 
rious,and from all the evidence we could gather we 
have arrived atthe following results as tothe con- 
dition of the accounts between the tax collector and 
the state and county:

To remedy t 
we suggest that the tax collector be made ex-officioe 
sheritf tor the purpose of collecting taxes, and them 
not credit him with any taxes as insolvent except 
such as it is impossibie for him to collect, Under 
the present system the tax collector has to turn Over — 
to the sheriff all the uncollected taxes in his hands 
ata certain date, and when the time arrives for. 
making up the insolvent dist, allthe taxes in the

We repeat the recommendation of a former com~< 
mittee, that the treasurer keep a receipt book, one 
the stubs of which should be entered the dates and 
amounts of all money received, as wellas the names 
of persons to whom the rece.:ptsare given, If this 
suggestion should be adopted. examining commit-

We have Ca: ‘etully examined the bills 
app roved and ordered paid by tie commissioners 
o1 roads and revenues since September Ist, 1886, 
finding some unimportant errors, to which we have 
asked the atie iti on of Mr. J. T. Cooper, tie clerk, 
— will, wituout doubt, have them correcte . if pose 
Sidie, 

We have to repeat the recommendation ofa 
former committee, that a regular account be kept 
by this office against the tax collectors, in a book 
prepared for that purpose, so that the amounts due 
the county can be quickly seen at any time. 

Ahd we urgently ask the paved wn Bh to have 
prompt settlements made with the tax collectors, 
teeiing sure that this plan will be much better for 
thee ounty andthe tax collectors than the coursé 
that has been adopted heretofore. 

We find that forsome time past the county has 
been paying the costs of the committees of grand 
jurors and citizens who have been visiting and ine 
specting the camps of the penitentiary convicts lo- 
cated in Fulton county. This cusiom is not right, 
because the expenses ot said committees are not @ 
proper charge on the treasury of this county, as ig 
cle arly shown by the folowing section of the code 
of this state: 

Section 4815 (q) providing for the payment of said 
committees states that “the compensation of th 
committee appointe! under this act, as also that o 
the chaplain, shall be paid out of the money ree 
ceived from the lease of convicts on an itemized 
account, audited and approved by the judge of the 
superior court of the county where such services aré 
rendered, which itemized ac count,when so certified 
and approved, shall be placed with the comptroller 
general for cotlection and be paid by executivé 
warrant on the convict fund aforesaid,” 

We recommend that the county commissionerg 
have an account made of t!e amount paid by tuens 
on this point, and recover it from the state. 

The commissiouers have had pumerous names 
added to the tax digest during the last two years by 
which many peopl e who have been evading taxa¢ 
tion have been made to pay their part of the publia 
burdens, Although the expe nse of tracing these 
delinquent tax payers was heavy, their names and 
much property have been liated, so that they cane 
not easily escape payment of taxes in future, 

This work of making all pay taxes shou!d be eon- 
tinued at a reasonaile cost, asittends to equal 83 
the public expenses among, the tax payers, aud 
snould reduce the rate of taxation. 

TAX RECEIVER’S OFFICE. 

We find a marked improvement in the making up 
of the digests for the years 1586 and 1887 over those 
of former years; in fact, but few-errors were fonnd, 
and those not more than would be apt tooccur im 
the great amount of labor required in preparing the 
work for and entering the matter on the digests. 

We have again to report that there bave beem 
enormous payments to the tax receiver of commis- 
sions on polland professional taxes, which are not 

county taxes.

As to their beauty, there nothing to be 
said. Mrs. Potter was a famoussociety beauty 
before she went upon the stage, Mrs. Langtry 
was the leader of the London coterie of pro- 
fessional beauties, and Mrs. James, by which 
Iimean Marie Waiuwright, is the possessor 
not only of adelicate, refined beauty in her- 
self, but her professional training has been 
such that, asshe appears upon the stage, shie 
is the handsomest of the three. 

They differ in their degrees of beauty and in 
their style, but more widely different are they 
in their ability as exhibited unon the stage. 

The first of these, Mrs. Potier, deserves but 
little consideration—almost none at all from 
an artistic standpoint. She is about as,poor 
an actress as anybody who has yet atteuipted 
the life before the footlights. But her recent 
production of ‘‘Antony and Cleopatra’ was 
the means of once more bringing her before 
the notice of the public, and it came in time, 
for she fast dropping into professional 
oblivion. There vas little merit in 
the performance, but it showed a 
rea! desire ‘for artistic success, and 
for this we give berail the credit that is due, She 
still continues to draw good audiences, but it 
is due more, it must beacknowledged, through 
the questionable methods of robing, or rather 
disrobing, and this account alone she is 


able to draw audiences. 
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The second is Mrs. Langtry. Langtry’s sue- 
for she has nade a success in some ways 
at least—stands as evidence of the ability of a 
shrewd woman. It was a professional 
beauty that we first heard of her, and during

the few years that her beauty remained, she 


piayed this inethod of advertising for all it was 
worth. It brought her money and a. great 
deal of it, but it did not bring her fame in her 
profession. Hler recent production of Macbeth 
shows that she wants fame, and is bonud to get 
it. Whatever difference there may be concern- 
ing the artistic merit of Mrs. Langtry’s Lady 
Maecbeth, or concerning her conception of this 
characier, there can be no doabt of one thing, 
and thatis that her performance added a very 
ereat dealto her professional reputation. It 
may not have been great, but.it was more ihan 
good, and we see in her work the evolution

woman who, while lacking genius, has genuine 
merit.

And now for the third. With evervthing in 
the way of beruty that either Mrs. Potter or 
Mra.

Her 
renderivg of Kosalmd has been in every re- 
spect an artistic success, and it is a genuine 
treat, pleasant and healthfal, to see her in the 
role. 

She has attained her position against many 
obstacles.

ABBOTT IN OPERA. 


AN OPERATIC FESTIVAL BY EMMA 
ABBUTT TO LASTALL WEEK. 


A Splendid Repertoire to be Splendidly Fro- 
duced-A Week of Music, Society and 
Fashion -The Company Arrives Today. 


When Miss Abbott was studying ‘“Semira- 
mide,”’ in Paris several years ago, during the months 
of her summer vacation, she had balf a dozen in- 
structors engaged, some forouge particular thing, 
others foranother, Early one bright morning she 
took a cab to go down town and take her lesson.in 
the difficult vocalization of that great opera she had 
in hand under M’me. Marchesi, aud ou her way 
called a newsboy and bought a morning paper. To 
her astonishment she read that Patti was to sing 
“Semiramide” that very night in London. 

She locked ather watch. In thirty minutes the 
Calais train would depart. 

She ordered the cabmanto drive in all haste to 
the station. Jeha drove turiously. The train was 
caught in time, and Mise Abbott was soon whirling 
toward the channel, en route to London. 

At seven o’clock that evening she alignted from 
the Dover train in London. Ordqiug a cab she was 
driven in all haste to the great theater where Diva 
Patti was to sing; reached there sligntly before eight 
o'clock, supperless, avoided the crush at the main 
entrance and was admitted through a side passage 
andtakento an advantageous sitting where she 
could be quite unobserved, tired from a day’s hard 
travel, hungry and—in the garb of her morning 
lesson. 

But what matiered ali these trivial things? Patti 
was to Sing “Semiramide,’’ and that was suflicient. 
She was all animation, An usher brought her pen- 
cil, paperandalibretto. The opera score slice had 
brought with her from Paris, her own. 

Patti came on, radient, glorious, and sang as only 
Abbott in her stail began 
with the first note that came from the divya’s throat, 
andin her own hieroglyphics noted everything 
Patti did, every little freak and caprice she indulged 
in while singing. The great divaof Italiau opera 
sang as ollie inspired, and the great diva of English 
opera permitted not a note to escape her scrutiny. 
Every act, every gesture, every expression Patti 
eniployed Abbott wrote out, noted staging, dress, 
mounting, costnuming—everything. 

A few words with Vatti after the opera—the two 
ladies are very fond of each other—and Abbo!t was 
driven again to the station, and soon after midnight 
was oi her way to Dover and to Paris. 

As the sun arose over Paris next morning the 
Calais train, bearing passengers from London, drew 
up at the station, and ameng them emerged Miss 
Abbott. A good breakfast ata down town botel, 
and the little diva was ready again for study, and 
not long afier entered M’' me. Marchesi’s room. The 
grcat instructor could speak English but poorly, but 
the littic American could taik French as fluently 
alld deliciously asany Parisienne, and so the two 
had it for a few minutes in terms something like the 
followiug-—in translated tongue : 

“Zou deed not coome to zour leesong zesterday, 
M’mselie !! 

“No! L went to London.’’ 

“Zou ventto Lonton! Why zougo to Lonton? 
Deed zou not weesh to seeng zour leessong ””’ 

“Oh yes, to be sure, but Patti sang “*semiramide’ 
last night, and Ll was bound to hear her—aud she 
was giorious ! Divgne ! Ob, madame, can | 
ever — 

‘“Zees, zees, bul why deed zou not send a messen 
gaire and Jet me know !”’ 

“Why, madame, I had notime. I wasin the eab, 
do you sce, on my way to yourstudy. I boughta 
paper, saw Patti's name—Semiramide—Lendoii. 
Whewt I was off for London in half an hour!” 

“What! Alone! By zour-selve?”’ 

“Oni, madame, all atone; what 
Who would molest me?” 

“Mon Dieu! Zee Americeinac girl! eZee only 
girlin all zee worid what dare. What other girl in 
zee whole creation so—to-—-so—what zou call eet—so 
brave, so grand, so like zee bird, tofiy anywhere, 
every where thaé she like,alone and ask nobody, fear 
nobody! My M’mzeclle! You are so wonderful, so 
brave. I lofe you morethan before! Yet, lam 
astonish! Iknow now why zee Americainae ac- 
complish anything—everything! What a people! 
But coome, ting ‘Semiramide’ as you heard Pdlti 
seeng cet last night !”’ 

“Ah, madame! I wish I couid. 
one Pattiin all the world !” 

And so there is only one Abbott. No other little 
woman has done so much ‘to elevate the standard of 
English opera, to make of it grand opera, as has 
Abbott. No other has ever worked so heroically and 
faithfully and longand against such discourage- 
ments, often, to become mistress of the art divine in 

ts fullest perfection. For years sbe has labored in- 
cessaully, unceasingly, day and night almost, sing- 
ing and studying in Europe, studying and singing 
in America, mastering first one opera and then 
another, until—how many operas does she sing? 

Forty. yes, forty operas, Miss Abbott can sing 
that many: knows them by heart, and every 
character inthem. She cannot simg in forty lan- 
guages, to be sure. but she does in most of the living 
languages. Shecan sing in Italian, talk like a 
Parisian in Freneb, trill in Swedish, croon a lullaby 
in Norwegian, warble a love long in Spanish, order 
her dinner or a cab or delivera specch before the 
curtain in German, or in Russian—and Jaugh in all 
languages.

early in the tifties James C, Flood onened a 
small liquor saloon in San Francisco. The 
building stil! stands, as a reminder of the 
swiftest leap to fortune ever made in this 
country. Flood soon formed a_ partnership 
with William 8S. O’Brien. ‘Their saloon was 
the meeting place of all the tocal merchants, 
gamblers, prospectors from the mines, ad- 
yventurers. It wasa combination of socia! club 
and business exchange. There many an 
important trade was made, and to this place 
as toa hayen where they knew help was sure, 
came the penni:ess prospector whose pockets 
were full of specimens of ore ‘‘with millions 
im it.’ 

The partners were generous and free to those 
old miners, and naturally fell in with any lucky 
finds. Their gains increased from ‘cent hago 
tg jnillions. In 18633 they took into partner- 
dis John W. Mackay and six ars later 
James C. Fair, known in vulgar parlance as 
“Slippery Jim.’’ 

Flood was the most able as well as the most 
couservative of the bonanza kings. 
Fair was the most skillful practical miner on 
the Comstock, as wellas the best mine man- 
ager. Mackay was also above all things a 
miner, and much of their success was due to 
his practical knowledge. Fair, Mackay and 
O’Brien were al) Lrishmen, and Flood of Irish 
parentage, though born in America. 

The story of their rapid accumulation of 
wealth has never been equaled outside the 
Arabian Nights. The extraordinary richness 
of the mines led to the wildest scramble after 
stock. Nine-tenths of the people in San Fran- 
cisco were infected with the gambling craze. It 
broke down all the barriers of; religion ‘and moral 
scruples, and swept its victims into the flood 
which leads to sudden fortune. 

This country has never seen gambling ex- 
citement to eqval that which prevailed in 
’Frisco from 1870 to 1875. A magnificent stock 
exchange was built, seats were worth forty 
thousand dollars; the brokers did business in 
palatial oftices, arrayed in purple and fine 
linens; many of their clients were ladies who 
came in their carriages to collect dividends or 
invest in new stocks. The broker's fees fre- 
quently amounted to a thausand dollars a di My. 
and they made San Francigco, like Nineveh 
of old, the resort of pleasure-seekers, the para- 
dise of sensuality. 

Then came the collapse, and fortunes 
were lost even in less time than they had been 
made. The shrinkage affected mate rially the 
bonanza Kings, but they still owned the chief 
mines, and in al! these years they have utilized 
these properties for the sake of stock gambling. 

Flood never seemed to care anything for lis 
money, and his splendid houses were only 
built in order that his wife and two children 
should enjoy all that wealth could bring. He 
has inthecityof San Mateo a magniticent 
estate, which he has converted into 
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a garden, and in the center —has 
built a noble country house, which 
is considered the handsomest thing = on- 
the Pacific coast.

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1S OUR CLIMATE CHANG!ING?—The Forum, By 

Professor Cleveland Abbe. 

Professor Abbe, whom the editor of the 
Forum speaks of as the real father of our 
weather bureau, discusses at length the records 
of temperature and rainfall. He finds the 
variability of the temperature and rainfall 30 
great from year to year that he concludes that 
observations of four hundred years would be 
necessary to show the true mean of temperature 
and average annual departure from the mean. 
The mean of observations for twenty-five 
years show so sindll a variation (less than one 
degree) from previous periods of the same 
length that he thinks there is no evidence to 
show a change of climate within the period in 
which observations have been taken. He con- 
cludes as follows: 

“Now, the drying up of such great bodies of water 
as formerly existed in the Salt Lake basin, the Dead 
ea, the Caspian Sea; the demonstrated former eX- 
istence of extensive gbacial areas where now is pro- 
ductive land; the palwontological evidence of the 
former existence of animals and plants where they 
cannot now thrive, show clearly that great 
change have taken place during ge- 
ological ages perhaps 50,000 years distant; but no im- 
portent climatie change has yet been demonstrated 
since human bistory began. Itis very common to 
find that questions which interest many in every 
branch of science are still to difficult for us to an- 
swer satisiactorily, and itis not derogatory to the 
dignity of meteorology to acknowledye that the 
question of recent changes in climate n.ust be rele- 
gated tothe future. The fault is not that of the 
modern meteorologists, but of the ancient meteorol- 
ogist, who, so far as we know, kept no exact 
records whatever of the temperature, rainfall, 
etc. There is, however, one natural phe 
nomenon, the annual rise and fall of the river Nile, 
that was observed in ancient- times as carefully as 
now; andifever we are able to discoy er among 
egyptian monuments any record of the heights of 
thisriver,we may be able, by comparing it with 
Our modern records, to show whether ornotan 
appreciable change in the relative rainfall and 
evaporation has taken place in central Africa and 
the Nile valley. So far as our present information 
goes, no considerable secular change in the ficods 
ofthe Nile is indicated; on the other hend, the

THE FOUNDATION OF 
February Forum. By W.&, Lilly. 

The tendency of the philosophers of the 
materialistic school to set up a new standard 
of ethics and to formulate rules of conduct 
based onthe laws of comfort has drawn a 
vigorous protest from Mr. Lilly, who says in 
his article: 

“Mr. Herbert Spencer's ultimate test of right and 
wrong is ‘agreeable feeling.’ For him, virtues are 
founded upon expediency; not indeed upon a direct 
caculation of what is expedient, but upon the rezis- 
tration of itin the human organism, Butifmorality 
ls not a formal law, absolute as are the laws 
mathematics, trauscending all persqns and all con- 
ditions, and sovereignly obligatory upon all, with- 
out regard to its consequences and wiih ut refer- 
ence to any personal end—if, I say, it is not all this, 
itisnothing. AndasI look around the world I 
fim only too abundant evidence how fast it is be- 
coming nothing in some of the most important 
provinces of man’s activity, through the debased 
conception ofit which the new philosophy ha; 
diffused. The philosophy of relativity empties 
truth*’of its old meaning. And in every department 
of human activity I note the invalidation of the 
moral ideaas the philosophy wins its way into 
popular acceptation, Everywhere I discern tokens 
of the lowering of the ethical standard, I find them 
inart. I find themin journalism. I find them in 
politics. I find them in the view commonly taken 
ofthat penal law which is, in a true sense, the 
bond of civil society. 4& propose to consider these 
several subjects in future numbers of this review.”’ 
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OBSTACLES TO ANNEXATION.—The 
Forum, By the Marquis of Lorne. 

The annexation agitation is not treated by 
the Canadians as asmall matter.

It is because the marquis does not under-

Centi- 
pedes are carniverous. They insinuate their 
long slender bodies into rotten beneath 
rocks, auywhere that itis possible to find a 
diving thing to feast upon.

Ormer told me of an incident which he swore 
wastrie. A friend of his who wént bareioot- 
ed and bare legzed in the hot season, one after- 
noon while ly.ng on the: ground in camp 
behe!d a 12-inch centipede crawling across his 
leg. Keeping perfectly still and giving his 
tinh no motion he slowly and carefully drew 
hisrevolver. He first called to his friend to 
axtract the ball of a cartridge, and aming 
with this blank charge within two or three 
inches of the creatare arranging it so that the 
ball wouid glance sideways and not down 
his leg, he pulled the trigger. The powder and 
fire biew the centipede into a thousand 
fracments, but the deadly claws were left sun- 
ken into the flesh and the. poison had been 
sjected. Quicker than gunpowder the insect 
bad stung its victim, although he must have 

‘dane so.instantansously and before the explo- 
sion had demolished his own existence. 

Aimost any fowl isan enemy toall creeping 
things and centipedes therefore fall victims to 
any two legged creature who makes an 
habitual aiet of insects.

floor and wanted tofight atonce. [ smashed 
him with a broom and threw his carcass out of 
the window. 

I have noted a curious fact since my _ resi- 
dence in Texas, which it would be well for 
globe-trotters aud other travelers in warm 
climes to make especial note of: Tobacco 
juice is a worse potson to deadly reptiles than 
their venom is to the human system. An In- 
dian proved thisto* me, Last summer he 
caught a huge bloated yellow rattle snake in 
the staked plains, a little north of here, (the 
most deadly creature on earth), and squirted a 
stream of plug tobacco juice fullin the rep- 
tile’seyes. It set the -latter crasy. He 
squirmed androlledand twisted areund on 
the ground and never did get over the dose. 
[ haveseen Mexicanstry the same thing on 
centipedes, Scorpions Vinegaroons, and ta- 
rantulas. | 

The effect is the same, for theyall give up 
the ghost sooner or later, but not before they 
have made some beautiful exhibitions in the 
way of contortions and acrobatic feats that are 
entirely beyond description.

He is a regu- 
lar Bohemian, kind and generous to a fault. 
and will share his last dollar with a friend or 
even acasual acquaintance if he thinks he 
stands more in need of it than himself. His 
first experience in journalism was in his native 
city, San Francisco, where he was a reporter 
on several papers. In that capacity he made 
the acquaintance of Henry Villard, the finan- 
cier. Several months before the latter’s pecu- 
niary embarrassment Klein left San Francisco 
for New York to procure a situation on one of 
Mr. Villard’s Pacific Steamship company’s 
boats. He stopped awhile in Chicago, where 


he worked as a reporter on one of the parpers 


of that city. 

In ithe meantime Mr, Villard failed, and 
Klein abandoned his seafaring intentions. He 
then drifted to this city, and was engaged for 
several weeks on a morniug paper. Philade)- 
phia did not suit him, however, or his longing 
“for a change’’ come over him sooner than or- 
dinarily, and he extended his travels to New 
York. In that city he again “caught on’’ as a 
reporter, and remained for several months. 

Vhile he was in Chicago a news item was 
flashed all over the country that John C. 
Kiein, a ueGwspaper reporter of that city, had 
fallen heir toa fortune estimated al! the way 
from 51,000,000 to $5,000,000. The fortune, 
liowover, never materialized. He next came 
imgo hewspaper. notoriety by the telegraphic 
accounts of how Jolin C. Klein, a reporter on 
one of the morning papers of St. Louis, had 
captured a fleeing murderer in that city at the 
point of a revolver after an exciting chase. 

Mr. Klein next turned up in this city about 
a year after his first visit, on the top wave of 
prosperity,as the advance agent of a theatrical 
company.

The youngster had two lhelsters in his belt and 
a pistol in his hand 
he had another pistol) in that holster, sol made 
my horse earracole around until | drew his six 
shots. With one shot he struck my horse just 
forward of my stomach, just where my stomach 
would have been if the saddle had not slipped. 
As soon as I had drawn his six shots I charged 
right up on him s0 as not to give him time to 
draw his other pistol, and with my first shot I 
tore the wooden butt off his pistol and cut the 
trigger off. With the second I plumped 
him squarely through the spine and he was 
killed instantly. By that time California Joe, 
a noted scout on the plains, and three men, 
had gotten up and we surrounded the herd of 
about athousand ponies and drove them up 
til) [met my squadron. There were about 
3,000 warriors there and we had only eleven 
troops of the Seventh cavalry. Colonel Bar- 
nitz, whois now at the Kimball house, was 
wounded and left in the field for dead. 

“The most desperate encounter I ever got 
into, was the baitle of the Little Bighorn, 
where they came right up to our works and 
threw clods of dirt ies arrows with their 
bands. I charged down on themand drove 
them out of there and succeeded in getting 
water for the men.”’ 

This desperate encounter of wlrich Colonel 
Benteen said so little, was with the Indians 
who had come up from the Custer massacre, 
four miles below, where nine thousand war- 
riors had surrounded and annihilated seven 
hundred and twenty of the United States cav- 
alry. George Herndon, a scout, thus graphic- 
ally describes the desperate fight of these 
blood-thirsty Indians with Reno’s command: 

‘*The Indiais crossed the river below Reno 
and swarmed up the bluff on all sides. After 
skirmishing with them Reno went back to his 
old position which was one of the highest on 
the bluff. It was now five o’clock and the 
fight lasted until it was too dark to shoot. As 
soon as it was dark Reno took the packs and 
saddles off the mules and made breastworks of 
them. He also dragged the dead horses 
and mules on the line and sheltered the men 
behind them. Some of the men dug rifle 
pits with their butcher Knives, and all slept on 
their arms. 

A DESPERATE FIGHT. 

“At the peep of day the Indians opened a 
heavy fire and a desperate fight ensued, lasting 
until 10 o'clock. The Indians charged our 
position three or four times, coming up near 
enough to hit our men with stones, which they 
threw by hand. Captain Benteen saw’a large 
mass of Indians gathering on his front to 
charge, and ordered his men to charge on foot 
and scatter them. Benteen led the charge 
and was upon the Indians before they knew 
what what they were about, and killed a great 
many. ‘They were evidently much - sur- 
prised at this offensive 
and I think in desperate tighting 
Benteen is one of the bravest men I ever saw 
fnatight. <All the time he was going about 
through the bullets, encouraging soldiers to 
stand up to their work and not let the Indians 
whip thein. 

“He went back among the horses and pack 
mules and droye out the men who were skulk- 
ing there. compelling them to go into the line 
and do their duty. He never sheltered his own 

rson once during the battle, and I do not see 
an he escaped being killed. 

RUNNING THE GAUNTLET. 

** About ten o’clock in the forenoon, as soon 
as Bentecn made his charge, the men began to 
clamor for water, Many of them 
had not tasted a drop for thirty-six hours 
and the fighting and hot sun parched their 
throats. Some had their tongues swollen and 
others could bardly speak. They tried to eat 
erackers and hard tack but could not raise 
enough saliva to moisten them. Several tried 
grass, but it stuck totheir lips, and not one 
could spit or speak plainly. The wounded 
were reported dying for want of water anda 
good many soldiers volunteered to go to the 
river to got someor perish intheattempt. We 
were tighting on the bluffs about seven hun- 
dred yards from the river, and a ravine led 
down from the battle tield close to the waters 
edge. The men had to run over an open space 
about one hundred yards to get into the head 
of the ravine, and his open space was com- 
manded by the Indians onthe bluffs. 

“The soldiers, about fifty strong, dashed 
over the open plateau and entered the ravine. 
They rushed down at the mouth and found it 
closely guarded by a party of Indians poster 
in the timber across theriver. The water 
could be approached to within about thirty 
feet under cover; but then they had to skip 
out on the river bank and take the Indians’ 
fire. The boysran the gauntlet bravely; some 
would dash down to the river with camp 
kettles, till them and take shelter in the bend 
of the ravine behind the rocks where canteens 
were filled and carried up the hill. Before all 
the men and wounded were supplied one man 
was killed and six or seven wounded. That 
evening the fight ended and General Terry 
came up witha large body of troops the next

NO TURKEY FOR INDIAN. 

“That country was covered with wild tur- 
and» I thonght I would give a 
feast to  Sittani and Love Wolf, 
who were my prisoners.

and cooked 
I carved it and handed them some 
and they said they didn’t want it, but wanted 
some ‘whoa haw!’ speaking of beef.

They said that to eat turkey 
would make them cowardly and make them 
run inafight. They will bring in turkeys 
and se)l them for white people to eat, but 
never ate them themselves till they were al- 
most reduced to starvation. 

‘“Itisan excessively cold country in the 
winter and yery hotin summer. There are 
nine months of winter and a very short 
spring. I have grown out there good toma- 
toes, fair celery, and vegetables of all kinds.

HOW CUSTER WAS FOUND. 

One thing is certain: Custer'’s body was not 
mutilated. A good deal has been said about 
that, but I know it jwas not, for ] was the first 
Man to go over the feld to identify the bodies 
of the officers. 1 found him lying on his back, 
Stretched out straight.’”’

GAME AND FISH OF THE WEST, 

“Tf I were to tell you how many California 
trout Icaught on the Yellowstone, you would 
probably think I was telling you a fish story, 
but I covered the bed of atwo horse wagon in 
two or three hours with one pole. I had two 
nooks on the line and used grasshoppers for 
bait. 

“*T never killed a buffalo with the first shot, 
but in the run of six shots into a herd, I was 
sure to get three. « There is nothing 
nicer in this country than the 
meat of a fine fat buffalo cow. There is 
better meat on the plains, however; first comes 
the big horn, a kind of-goat with horns like 
sheep. A pair of horns will sometimes weigh 
twenty-five pounds. Next comes the 
black tailed deer, called the 
mule deer, because the tail is* 
bare for six or eight inches and has hair on 
the tip, exactly like a shaved tail mule. 

VAST TRACTS TO BE RECLAIMED BY IRRIGATION, 

‘*The country is rolling, and when you get to 
the top of a rise you see no decline on tho 
other side, but another rise, and so it continues 
until you reach the Rockies. A great part of 
the country is barren but can be made product- 
ive by irrigation. Thereis aplan for damming 
the canons and collecting water enough to irri- 
gate the land. From the Missouri river, at 
Bismarck, to the Pacific ocean, the land 
could be reclaimed and made productive by 
irrigation. In Utah and a great portion of 
California agriculture is dependent on irriga- 
tion. It would probably take $100,000,000 to 
do the work, and that would allow $50,000,000 
for the lobbyists. 

HOW THE INDIANS LIVE. 

“A person going there will find nearly all 
the Indians in citizens clothes, cultivating 
fields, raising chickens and hogs and doing 
yretty welll. Out where I was ih 
Utah, they brought in atermelons 
and green corn for sale and some of them had 
fair houses. 

‘T think they are susceptible of civilization. 
They are just as intelligent as any people’on 
the face of the earth—a great deal more so 
naturally, and learn very easily, and what they 
know they know well. They don’t know any- 
thing about fractions but they can figure about 
as rapidly as anybody in their minds, though 
they have nosystem of fnotation. Up on the 
Yellowstone they bought agreatdeal on credit 
froma post trader. He would kevup the ac- 
count ina book, and they would keep a memo- 
randum in their own style and the results 
would always tally. Just as soon as they had 
anything to pay with they would go there and 
settle the bill. Theyare reliable and always pay 
They don’t think it is wrong to lie to a white 
man, but they won’t lie to each other in the 
Saine tribe. 
A VIRTUOUS PEOPLE. 

“The Indians are not all ugly. I have seen 
some of them as handsome as any people on 
earth. ‘The women are virtuous, with the ex- 
ception of some notorious characters. An 
Indian girl is not required to work till she is 
married, and they don’t dare go way from the 
tepee at night. Ifa young brave goes to court 
a girl, he whistles outside the wigwam witha 
turkey quill, and if she likes him, she comes 
out and they wrapinthe same robe and he 
does his courting. In the spring they have the 
virgins dance and no woman not a virgin dares 
take part. Ifa brave sees in the dance a woman 
whom he knows is not a virginit is his duty to 
call her out and he brings the proof and her 
nose is cut off. Then she is marked for life 
and becomes an outcast. 

“They are not so good in this respect after 
they become civilized. They are worse in 
every respect. As they used to live the 
Cheyennes were a happy people. 
In fighting them I always felt 
that it was beneath me; not that they did not 
make it warm for us pretty often, but because 
it was not right. he government makes 
treaties with them to be broken whenever the 
government pleases. The treaties are forced 
on the government by advancing civilization.”’ 

Colonel Benteen tells an amusing story of 
General Hazen going out to see the belle of 
the Comanches and finding her eating a piece 
of hot seething tripe, just as it was cut raw 
from a steer that was not yet cold. 

*When Colonel Benteen was in the service 
at Atlanta in 1505 he bought a farm beyond 
Grant park and he has come now to make the 
place his permanent home. His family have 
been here all the while he wason the plains 
and his property has handsomely appreciated 
in the twenty-three years. 

*‘T have been all over the west on horse- 
back,”’ said he, ‘‘and those who are looking 
for a good place need not go any farther than 
Georgia.”’

THE SHRINKAGE IN VALUES. 

Eprroxrs ConstiruTioN: As a farmer, I 
have been deeply interested in the discussion 
of your questions relating to the condition of 
the farmers of the country. I think most of 
the writers have hit the nail -on the head, but 
gome have missed the mark. One thing seems 
to be settled, that where a farmer raises his 
own supplies and manages his farm on busi- 
ness principles he is prospering _reasonably 
well, and where this is not the case, he is 
losing ground and getting poorer. It is 
amusing, to say the least, that inteligent men 
~ would lay all the blame of this on the ‘‘tariff.’’ 
While the tariff may have some effect, I think 
{t is clear that the hundreds of dollars annually 
spent for mules, bacon, flour and corn (all of 
which should be raised at home) is the prin- 
ciple cause, 
down the southern farmer and keeping him 

»00r, besides which the tariff that he payson 
his woolen goods and other things, is buta 
drop in the bucket. 

But to my mind _ there 
causo = appearing against the farm- 
er, and helping to keep 
him down, which your correspondents appear 
fo have overlooked, and that is the great 
shrinkage in values. Cotton is fifty per cent 
lower now than ten years ago, and yet the 
farmer has to pay aboutthe same for labor 
that he didthen. Of course this will materi- 
ally lessen his profits, and if he plants mostly 
cotton, (the most expensive crop he can raise) 
he will do wel! if he comes out even at the end 
of the year. And then if he has gone in debt 
for land, or anything else, when ata high 
price, he has amillstone around his neck, 
which will be hard to get clearof. And un- 
fortunately. a majority of farmers are just in 
this condition. Now what are they to do? 
They cannot sell their land or property except 
at a ruinous sacrifice, if at all, and money ap- 
pears to be getting scarcer every vear. Is there 
morelief? l belheve if congress would take 
the restriction off the coinage of silver, and 
the unjust restrictions off state and national 
banks, money wou!d be more plentiful, prices 
would advance, and anew era of prosperity 
would dawn on the country. Your 
correspondent, who ‘“‘wentin the same hole 
he came outof,” says that this would do 
m0 good, but I think he is’ mistaken. 
Of course salaried men, capitalists and land- 
owners are Opposed to this and raise the cry of 
“cheap money.’ It is to their interest to keep 
produce down to the lowest possible point. If 
eotton was five cents per pound and other 
things in proportion, it would be all-the better 
for them; they would draw their salary and 
clip their coupons just the same, and their ex- 
penses would be that much lower. They don’t 
realize, or don’t care, that ‘‘whatis fun to them 
is death to us.’’ The rapid increase of our 
~opulation and trade demands an elastic and 

nereasing currency, and the farmers, and those 
depending on their prosperity, are the only 
ones to suffer from a shortage. 

But will congress grant this relief? TI have 
mo idea that the present congress will, but if 
the farmers all over our broad land will ergan- 
ize as they are now doing, and stand together, 
unvielding and inflexible, and vote to send no 
one to congress or to the legislature hostile to 
their interests (let the chips fall where they 
miay) it will be done. So mote it be.

The men and i 1 
homespun clotngs, home-made shoes and 
home-made wool hats. The women and girls 
wore home-made shoes, homespun dresses, and 
sun bonnets. They were just as pretty and 
eveet then as now. The mother sat in the 
corner, smoked her pipe and joked with father, 
while the girls cooked and washed. and the 
boys fed the steck, cut the wood and made 
fires. Ah, me! If we conid just live two or 
three yearsin “‘auid lang syne,’’ we wou'd 
come out rig The happy past is 
one, aud the humiliating present is with us. 
Vhile the eld man cows the hard dirty work 
On the farm. the boy is looking for a nice easy 
Place among the professions. While the 
mother is cooking, or br ‘aking her back over 
the washtub, the daughter is tingering the 
keys of a piano, or breaking her heartiZover 
gome irashy novel. The farmers’ days are 
Clouded with unpaid bilis, and his nights 
are haunted by the spectre of bailiff 
or sherri?

There has been a great many hard, un- 
thruthful things said about the Farmers’ Alli- 
auce, bat they will not impair our faith or im- 
pede our course. Those who have oppressed us 
in the past are beginning to realize the. magni- 
tide of our power, and the fear of retribution 
is making them quakein their boots. We 
know we are powerful, and yet we are in our 
infancy.

We wanta dog law passed sothat we can 
kill the thousabds of suck-egg hounds 
and sheep-killing curs in this country, 
or make them help to pay = for 
schooiing of their masters’ ignorant 
children. We want the State road 
rented or leased to the highest bidder next 
time, an? all the proceeds to go into the public 
schoolfund. We want every man who is able 
to keep out of the poorhouso to pay one dollar 
tax for the school fund. We want the real 
estate and the convicts to work the public 
roads.

Epirors Constirutron:—Your letter re- 
ceived and read by the society of our county 
alliance. I was authorized to reply. The con- 
dition of the average Walker county farmer 
we believe, will compare favorably with any 
in Georgia or the south, and for these reasons 
our farms gencrally are small, productive and 
are cultivated with comparatively little hired 
labor, the work being mostly done by owners 
and members of their families. We raise all, 
or nearly so. of what we eat, raisc some good 
stock ot all kinds, planta smaller acreage in 
cotton than our brethren south of us 
and for that reason have smaller bills 
for commercial! fertilizers and supplies to pay. 
Now we can, and if we would make these 
bills nothing, one step, and in the right direc- 
tion, would be taken. The “troubles under 
which we labor’ are many and the remedies 
too numerous for a letter as short as I propose 
to make this, but we are beginning to, and 
when we do recognize the fact that we are 
bound together by the same band, having the 
same common interest, and that by well- 
directed, united action can accomplish almost 
anything, then it is we strike at the root of our 
troubles and take hold of the remedies. A 
good portion of our troubles are legislative, and 
the same remedy must come from the legisla- 
ture, but the legislators to-do this must come 
from the people, be Insympathy with them and 
their interest and be responsible, if possible, 
to them, not to syndicates, truts and monop- 
olies for their acts, and when we elect such, 
boih state and national, men who will set apart 
a portion of the taxes we pay to educate our 
children, at least as well as those reared among 
the frosty rocks of New Hampshire, will rep- 
resent the interest and not deny the rights of 
the farmer and working man, will legislate at 
all times and in all things to protect us from 
combines, who have the power and use it to 


fix all prices to suit their own interest without 
regard to any other consideration. When we 
do this our condition is certain to improve and 
the outlook grow brighter. 

We know for the past twenty-four vears the 
working man and his interest has been looked 
afier least of allfor this reason,he has not been 
on hand to demand it, and we believe when tho 
demand comes froma thorough organization 
of farmers our interest will then be represented 
and our rights respected.

NUMBER TWO. 

January 16th,£1889.—Excepting a portion of 
the mountain region of Georgia cotton is the 
chief agricultural product from which the 
-farmer receives cash. All other farm products 
are of minor importance toit so far as the 
means for the realization of money to supply 
the various needs that present gthemselves to 
every household. 

In discussing this wonderful agricultural 
product of so much importance to the com- 
merce and manufactures of the world, we feel 
that all should be grateful that there is sucha 
growth asthe cotton plant and we involuntarily 
wish that those who produce it should have a 
reasonable renumeration for their labor. The 
great fluctuations in the price of cotton after 
the late civil war had a very injurious 
effect upon the cotton planting 
interests. During the year 1567 the price of 
cotton when planted in the spring was near 
thirty cents per pound, and when gathered in 
the fall was about ten cents per pound. No 
calculation could meet such a state of affairs, 
causing a prostration of many farmers from 
which they have never recovered to this day. 
Expenses were incurred looking to the pay- 


| ment in cotton, when the price received was 


near twenty cents per pound less than ex- 
pected. 

In the spring of 1868 cotton again went up, 
but the farmer, having sold his crop, received 
no benefit. The wage continued to tluctuate 
for years, gradually becoming lower, until it 
seems to have settled permanently somewhat 
below ten cents per pound. It was impossible 
to foresee these reactions in the value of 
this great product, aud expenses 
incurred looking toward the value 
offcotton, if not provided for at the end of the 
season had to be provided for in future. This 
entailed indektedness, and this required an 
additional afea in cotton to the forced neglect 
of other important crops for the purpose of 
paying debts. I doubtif there is any class of 
citizens in any country who have striven more 
to pay their debts than have the Georgia farm- 
ers. They present, in this respect, a spectacie

It is impossible to answer the question often 
asked: W hat is the cost of growing a pound of 
It may be said that the seasons have 
more to do in determirting this question than 
any one thing. 

Suflice it to say, that in the condition of an 


_ ordinary farm in Georgia, where the land is a 
good averageand the seasons ordinarv and 
cotton looked to as the sole money crop and

I think the same tay be ‘said of corn 
wheat, meat and other agricultural food pro- 
when produced for sale in our 
markets, that the profits arising therefrom 
are as a rule small. 

The rules made by the committees of the 
cotton and produce exchanges of the great 
money centers are all so framed that the bur- 
den is borne by the product of 
farmers. For instance, if 2 
of cotton has two kinds of cotton in it th 
of the cotton exchange is that it is «) 
must be sold by the bad sample.

mittees of boards of trate and followed in all 
the smaller markets, never allowing for the 
value of a sack, barre), or other receptacle of 
anv commodity, whatever may its value after 
being used, isaloss to the farmer. In anv 
purchase that he makes when the boxing or 
covering is of value, this courtesy that he is 
forced by the rules of others to give, is not re- 
turned to him. 

I come now to consider that,which has had 
and is still having a most banefal and depress- 
ing effect upon agriculture in this state. 1 
speak of-the price thathas been andis now 
being naid for commercial fertilizers. I think 
I can demonstrate this, however, much it may 
be denied. To present the view that 
I wish to give of this question will require 
some space, for its importance requires consid- 
eration. 

Whether the use of commercial fertilizers 
have added to or taken from the “agricultural 
wealth of Georgia has been much discussed. 
I will not here enter into it. But take the 
position in discussing this question that, like 
any other article manufactured for general 
use, that it is worth toa judicious man a fair 
percent upon the cost of manufacture, and 
that it will yield, in ordinary seasons, a fair 
profit when properly used. I recognize the 
fact that manuring the soil is the cornerstone 
of successful farming. 

That the farmer has not in the past, 
and does not in the present, obtain 
his commercial fertilizers from the merchant 
at aiair protiton the value of the materials 
used in their manufacture I will hereafter 
show. To properly understand this matter I 
proceed first to give the history of commercial 
fertilizers as used in Georgia, 

Shortly after the late civil war the high price 
of cotton greatly stimulated its production. 
The desire to use Peruvian guano under the ad- 
vice of Mr. David Dixon, of Hancock county, 
caused a large demand for this great fertilizer. 
This supply from Peru was soon exhausted 
and the 1. Dee was so active that various 
factories sprang up mostly in Baltimore, Phila- 
deiphia and other northern cities con- 
venient to the ocean, in which 
was manufactured that which was at first 
called guano, but afterwards given various 
names, all of which proposed to be the equal 
of Peruvian guano, and was supposed for a 
long time by those whe purchased it to con- 
tain Peruvian guano. 

These various mixtures under various names 
were sold for years at the price of Pernvian 
guano, viz: from sixty to eighty dollars per ton. 
An immense quantity was sold in this state. 

These mixtures were purchased and used by 
the farmer with a hope of bettering his condi- 
tion in the improvement of his crops. 

It was impossible for him to calculate 
definitely as to the value of these 
substances. They generally had some stimu- 
lating effect upon the growth of plants, but if 
the yield was insufticient it was attributed, by 
the person from whom it was purchased, toa 
want of rain, improper use, bad cultivation, etc. 
Other brands of fertilizer said to contain some 
peculiar and wonderful ingredient were rec- 
ommended, and again the hard earned product 
of the farmer was turned from the use of him- 
self and family into the pocket of a manufact- 
urer who was making and selling a character 
of goods without any practical knowledge of 
their utility in the country in which he sold 
them. 

Immense amounts of rich fertilizers were sold 
during several years in Georgia many of them 
of no practical value—some of them shameless 
impostures. 

These substances were sold during the eraof 
which I write at the price of from $60 to $80 
per ton, the good, ordinary and bad al! alike. 
The ingredients used in them were kept pro- 
found secrets and they were supposed to be 
made by some patent process known only to 
the manufacturers themselves. The agent 
who sold them generally had sample bottles 
for the purchaser to smell, showing a volatile 
ammonia, the very poorest test of any fertili- 
zer. The stronger this scent the more the 
inixture was recommended. 

‘I deem it necessary to illustrate this matter 
beyond assertion, however well I know the 
truth of that which I write. 

During the several years in which this inju- 
rious trade, so destructive to the agricultural 
jnteresis, was going on without check or hin- 
agent of a 
fertilizer company who wished me to purchase 
some of the fertilizers that he represented. 
There was a brand that he called the “St#me- 
wall,’’ that he assured me was manufactured 
in England and possessed many wondrous vir- 
tues for the production of cotton. The recol- 
lections attending the name of the fertilizer 
were very dear to me. I purchased a ton of 
the material for which I paid S72cash. It was 
onty forwarded tome from Savannah in bar- 
rels, and appeared to be a reddish substance 
similar to fine burnt clay and, I think 
was, as burned «.clay is consid- 
ered a fertilizer to some of the 
solls of England. Whatever it mav have 
been, from a very careful trial of it, lam sat- 
ised that it had no effect whatever 
upon the soil upon which 1 used 
it. In equity and gocd conscience the persons 
who sold me that fertilizer and received the 
money for it owe ittome now with interest. 
I do not expect them to repay it. Admitting 
the integrity of the parties who sold the 
“Stonewall” and that it wasmade in England 
and that it was of value as a fertilizer in that 
country and climate, it proved of no yalue 
upon our soil and climate. 

I know of other parties who used this same 
substance the same year with similar results. 

These unknown substances were held out 
to the farmer as a means by 
which they could speedily mend 
their fortunes and their use was nearly univer- 
sal, especially as they were nearly all sold ‘‘on 
time.” 

Another illustration. I know two farmers 
in middle Georgia who purchased, through a 
factor in Savannah, near one hundred tons of 
a substance called a fertilizer that was manu- 
factured in Baltimore by a man named Ruth 
and was given some long, attractive name that 
I have forgotten. This mixture proved to be 
of little or no practical value as far as could be 
secn by its effect upon the crops and caused a 
loss to the farmers who purchased it that they 
have never recovered from to this day. 

One of the persons who purchased this so- 
called fertilizer informed me that on passing 
through Baltimore some years afterwards he as- 
certained positively that the fertilizer that he 
purchased was made from the ashes of coal 
obtained from the steamboats plying in and 
from Baltimore, a substance of no value what- 
ever asa fertilizer. The ashes were impreg- 
nated with some volatile ammonial substance 
to give them scent, and this was sold in no 
doubt good faith by the agent as a good fertil- 
izer. The gentleman I thus mention also in- 
formed me tiat he called on Mr. Ruth in bis 
mansion, after he had retired from the busi- 
ness, in regard to this matter. The satisfac- 
tion that he obtained was that Mr. Ruth said 
that which he bought was good. 

These are but examples of many, very 
many similar cases that have depleted 
and drawn from the agricultural 
wealth of this state and is one of the many 
causes of its present condition. As commer- 
cial fertilizers are now made superior to those 
during the several years of which [ write and 
sold atan immense profit at about one third 
of the cost of which they were formerly sold 
we can readily see what a profit was made by 
the manufacturers. From two to three hundred 
per cent. 

An unconscionable profit upon an article for 
such use 

These among other causes to be hereafter 
written of, casta mighty shadow across the 
farmer’s path and he recoiled at the dreadful 
operation. 

About this time near thirteen years since 
% society was formed having its 
headquarters inl Washington city 
ealied the Patrons of Husbandry, known as 
the Grange. 

This organization spread over the state with 
astonishing rapidity 

The farmers looked to it for assistance to 
extricate them from the toils in which so many 
of them were environed. I was a member of 
this order and an ofticer in it. The order 
felt that the farmers needed a special depart- 
ment of the state io look after and care for 
their interests. Ata general mectin; 
order in Atlanta a resolution was } 
questing the legislature to form ; partmn 
of agriculture for the purpose of caring for the 
varied interests of agriculture as far as practi- 
cable. 

The apprehension caused by the iniudicion 
use of osmmercial fertilizers, and the 
want of knowledge of this subject 
was oneof the great motives that caused the 
application for the formation of this depart- 
ment. The legislature was in session, and I 
was requested by the order to bring the matter 
totheir attention. Isaw the committee on 
agriculture upon the subject, and the chair- 
man requested me to prepare a bill upon the 
matier, asthere was no such department in 


, 
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| any state that he wasaware of. i had no guide 


befere me, but I drew the bill to form the agri- 
cuitnral department of this state, detining its 
duties in various matters, and giving the com- 
missioner’ power to prescribe rules and pro- 
hibit the sale of worthless commercial 
fertilizers in this state. I handed the bill to 
Mr. Bacon, the speaker of the house, who gave 
it to Mr. Butt. of Marion county, and py bim 
was introduced. 

The bill passed without amendment after 
much discussion by the deciding vote of the 
speaker. 

Itshortly thereafter became a law, and 
about the same act has been passed by several 
of the southern states, including some of the 
northern states since that time. 

I come now to the subject of commercial 
fertilizers, since they have been under the 
control of the department of agriculture, and 
as they are at present sold in this state.

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Eprrors ConstirutTion: I notice an article 
n your paper of recent date, from ‘‘Country 
Merchant,’’on the ‘‘Farmers Alliance,” iu 
which he makes two very grave charges against 
alliancemen. First, that they have “gone into 
politics,” and are “seeking to control all of 
the eounty offices,’’ in order that they may di- 


yide the spoils, and that they have pow ‘‘set i 


their heads on the governorship and congress- 
inen-’ And second, that they are the “ene 
mies’’ of the ‘merchant,’ (and especially the 
country merchant) and therefore are responsi- 
bie for the many “‘failures’’ among the ‘‘mer- 
chants” this season. Now, I have this to say, 
as to the first ailegation: The ‘**Farmers Al- 
liance’’ is not a political organization, but its 
members are citizens of. their respective coun- 
ties. And as such do not propose to lay aside 
rights as freemen, notwithstanding their *‘pre- 
vious condition of servitade.’’ 

But still claim the right to decide for whom 
they shall vote. But I deny that any large 
per cent of them vote either for or against any 
man, solely on account of his profession. It 
seemstome thatthe trouble with ‘‘country 
merchant” on this point is, that he is either 
unable, or unwilling, to discriminate between 
apolitical party, anda party in politics. As 
to the second allegation, 1 deny it in toto,as far 
as my observation goes, (and 1 believe that a 
majority of the merchants will bear me ont in 
the statement) the farmers have paid up their 
accounts as well, if not better, this season than 
formerly. AndIsay farther that very few 
alliancemen, if any, can be found who have as 
country merchant’’ aflirms, sold 
their cotton and refused to pay 
the merchant who furnished them supplies to 
make the same, their may be some, who, like 
some merchants, buy goods on credit, sell the 
same, pocket the money and cry out broke, 
and then try to saddle all the blame on the 
poor farmer, who they have been charging 
from tifty to two hundred per cent. No man 
can long remain a member of any well ordered 
alliance who persues such a dishonest course. 
The whole spirit and tenor of the alliance is 
against such a practice. They teach honesty, 
sobriety, economy, diligence and a faithful dis- 
charge of every obligation to their 
fellowmen, to make no debts that they 
can possible avoid, and by a _ strict 
adherence to these principles better their 
condition and emancipate themselves from the 
credit system, which has been the ruin of so 
many farmers and merchants, too. Is there 
anything dishonorable in such a course as 
that? Isthatenmity against the merchant? 
If so, then the alliance isthe enemy of the 
merchant, but not otherwise. Under the two 
hundred per cent credit system a great many 
men of smal) capital like ‘Country Merchant,’ 
were induced to embark in the mercantile bus- 
iness with the hope of making a fortune in a 
short time. But ‘Country Merchant’ begins 
to realize that a fair per cent on his small cap- 
ital will not be good security for him against 
the direct rays of a July sun, hence he is mad 
with the alliance andthe balance of mankind,

You are agitating the question as to 
what is the matter with the farmers. Amongst 
many others, we would like to present four 
reasons why the farmers are not more success- 
ful: 1. Not suflicient attention to details. 2. 
Not raising enough supplies for the farm. 
Your 78 per cent editorial explains a great 
deal of it. J have known men to pay more 
than four times that amount. 4. Rais- 
ing negroes to no protit. We know farmers 
who, tifteen years ago, had good farms and 
doing well, that today kave worn out farms, 
are badly in debt, and with nothing to show 
for it but a crowd of worthless young negroes 
whose raising has brought about these results. 
We are wearing out our lands raising negroes, 
and the old rule don’t work, to buy more land, 
to buy more niggers, ete. 

And now comes reason No. 5 why we won't 
succeed if there is not something done, and 
the one we wish the attention of all the farmers 
of Georgia called to. In a recent de 
cision of the supreme court of 
Georgia it held, if we understand 
it, that it was not criminal for a cropper to 
carry off a part of the crop, (and if a part why 
not all?) whether the landlord had received 
his part, or pay for his advances on the crop 
ornot. Farmersin this section have hereto- 
fore understood that 1t was criminal and have 
congratulated themselves that they had one 
law in their interest, but that is knocked 
higher thana kite, and the great question 
with us now is, what is going to be done about

NEWNAN, Ga., January 26, 1889.--I. met to- 
day Mr. E. 8S. Dodds, of Oak Ridge, Meri- 
wether county, with whom I was discussing 
the question of dversified farming, and 
whether or nota man could make money in 
his county under that plan; and also if a man 
could make money in the agricultural busi- 
ness, where he made one staple his chief and 
sole product. His answer to the last question 
was emphatically no, and the following state- 
ment from him as to his own experience here 
in Meriwether county isa sufficient corrobo- 
ration of the position so long maintained by 
THE CONSTITUTION. 

Mr.Dodds began farming in said county, with 
his two brothers in 1870 with $2,400 
on their home place of 360 acres. 
At that time he began working at fifty 
cents a day to support his voung wife and chil- 
dren. In 1871 he bought one mule and gave 
bis note for same for $150, payable in the fall 
of that year. The brothers planted their lands 
half in corn and half in cotton, sowing some 
wheat and oats making everything on the 
farm necessary for their own consumption. 
They now own 1,400 acres of fine land in that 
county, tive good gins, one merchant mill and 
are running twenty plows on their farms. The 
place is entirely out of debt, and they are now 
worth $25,000, which they have made by a 
diversitied system of intensive farming in the 
past fifteen years, without any capital to start 
on, and a liability of 32,400. That proves the 
position of THE CONSTITUTION that farming 
pays in Georgia, if made self-sustaining.

garine. 

The competition of cheaper western lands 
has caused a good deal of emigration from 
Ohio. Myr. Charles Harman, the generai agent 
of the Georgia associated lines in Cincinnati, 
says that at least 20,000 farmers left Chio last 
year for Washington territory. The vear be. 
fore there was an exodus to California and the 
year before that to Texas. 

‘What the south needs,’’ said he, “‘is intelli. 
vent advertising. lam in the same oftice with 
the agent of the Mis,ouri Pacific road, and 
they send outonefthousand pieces of adver ising 
matter where we send out one.”’ 

Mr. Warwick, a son of the agent of that 
road, remarked that Kansas jad increaeed itg 
population a million and a half since. 1774 by 
lavish advertising. “In is74.”’ said he, ‘*the 
grasshoppers ate up every vestige of the crops 
and property went down to nothing. My 
father, who had gone there for the Sata Fe 
road, let his property seli for taxes. A great 
deal of real estate wentihat way. The state 
was in a bad way, and they commenced to ad. 
vertise. Since then they have averaged 100,006 
immigrants a year. ‘They came  mustly 
from other states, and manyof them were 
good farmers who brought money with them. 
Il have persenal Knowledge of a number of 
families who had lived a}! their lives in north: 
ern Ohio who moved to Kansas.’’ 

Chariie Harman puts in a good lick 
Georgia at every opportunity. When { 
cinnatt began to expend $4,000,000 on 
belgian blocks the Gecrgia granite was cons 
demned in the local test and the Commercial 
Gazette ridiculed it as ‘‘watermelon granite.” 
Mr. Harman, satisfied that the test was not 
fair, secured a special car and carried the Cin. 
cinnati board publc works to Stone 
Mountain and then to Washington, 
where the granite was tested by government 
experts and found to be better than all ita 
competitors. The result is that there are a 
million or more dollars’ worth of Georgia 
granite now in the streets of Cincinnati, and 
other Ohio towns are following suit. Within 
the last week or su Mr. Harman went up tae 
Columbus with Mr. Foster and helped him 
close a trade for 450 cars of Georgia granite. 

Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus and othe 
large towns in Ohio give a great stimulous te 
truck raising. Each of these places has an 
environment of market gardens and smal{ 
farms. Ohio is full of good towns of five, ten 
or fifteen thousand people, and each one has 
its important manufacturing interests. Seére- 
tary Lonham thinks this does not effect the 
farmers favorably. ‘'l yote protection,’’ said he, 
‘but this idea that the manufacturing towng 
help the farmers is ali bosh. ‘They give the 
hucksters a living and make a demand for 
cheese, butter, chickens and eggs, but do not 
improve the price of the principal farm crops 
at all,” 

This isan admission that the manufactur. 
ing towns enable the farnier to cash the small] 
items which go to waste where there is ng 
hungry community of workmen to take. them 
at living prices; and these sma}l items hushbe 
anded and sold to the best advantage often 
amount to a good net profit on the farmer’ 
investment when his larger crops just pay out® 

In Ohio almost every county seat is a manue 
facturing town, and the close relations of the 
farm and factory sirike a stranger as one of 
the most important factors in the prosperity of 
a commonwealth which its citizens habitually 
speak of as ‘the great state of Ohio.” It ig 
an object lesson in the development, which 
will make Georgia, with her richer resources, 
a still greater commonwealth, where naturd 
will yield to the husbandman a less frugal re 
turn and to the manufacturer a greater wealth 
of material. 

On the train coming up from Felicity ta 
Bolivia a well-preserved, sleek-looking old 
gentleman got on the train at a little station 
called Amelia. He was apparently seventy. 
five years old, and yet there was a yonthfu] 
freshness about him that was really remarkae 
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‘That is Captain Klein,’’ said Mr. Day; ‘the 
is a wealthy old gentleman who owns a tomate 
cannery, and is the heroof three marriages, alf 
happy.

HOW IT STRIKES A LOOKER-ON. 


I read with much interest the agricultural 

Wterature with which you have regaled your 
readers in numerous issues of THe ConstTiru- 
gion. Sofaras it relates to the ‘‘a)ll-cotton 
growers’’ in Georgia there can be but one con- 
clusion. Thatthe southern states have vir- 
tually a monopoly in the growth of cotton; 
© that the producers of that staple are making 
phirts for nearly all the world, and have not ¢ 
gurplus one to their own backs and perhaps 
pot a legal title to the single one they wear. 
The discussion you have elicited reveals thus 
oe principal fact, aid there is no escape from 
it. 
It is related of General Prentiss, of the fed- 
eral army, while at the carshed in Atlanta, 
passing ‘on to Richmond as a prisoner of 
war, had in his possession a $50 con- 
federate bill. To show. his contempt 
of our government and his opinion of its 
gtability, he handed the billto a ragged con- 
federate soldier with the remark: ‘Here, 
now buy yourself a shirt with this, and do it 
d-—quick, or the thing will be no good.”’ 

I was four years in ihe confederate army and 
hold in my heart only deep reverence for 
whatever attaches to that sad history, and 
speak not flipantly of it now, but there isa 
startling similarity in the value of our all 
cotton man’s products and confederate money. 
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THE SHRINKAGE IN VALUES. 


Eprrors Constitution: As a farmer, I 
have been deeply interested in the discussion 
of your questions relating to the condition of 
the farmers of the country. I think most of 
the writers have hit the nail on the head, but 
gome have missed the mark. One thing seems 
to be settled, that where a farmer raises his 
own supplies and manages his farm on busi- 
ness principles he is prospering reasonably 
well, and where this is not the case, he is 
losing ground and getting poorer. It is 
amusing, to say the least, that inteligent men 
—~ would lay all the blame of this on the ‘‘tariff.”’ 
While the tariff may have some effect, I think 
§t is clear that the hundreds of dollars annually 
spent for mules, bacon, flour and oorn (all of 
which should be raised at home) is the prin- 
ciple cause. This is the tariff that is grinding 
down the southern farmer and keeping him 

oor, besides which the tariff that he payson 
his woolen goods and otler things, is buta 
drop in the bucket.

causo) |= appearing against the  farm- 
er, and helping to keep 
him down, which your correspondents appear 
to have overlooked, and that is the great 
shrinkage in values. Cotton is fifty per cent 
lower now thanten vearsago, and yet the 
farmer has to pay aboutthe same for labor 
that he did then. Of course this will materi- 
ally jiessen his profits, and if he plants mostly 
cotton, (the most expensive crop he can raise) 
he will do well if he comes out even at the end 
of the year.

They cannot sell their land or property except 
at a ruinous sacrifice, if at all, and money ap- 
pears to be getting scarcer every vear. Is there 
norelief? 1 believe if congress would take 
the restriction off the coinage of silver, and 
the unjust restrictions off state and national 
bauks, money wou!d be more plentifal, prices 
would advalice, and anew era of prosperity 
woull dawn on the country. Your 
Correspondent, who “‘wentin the same hole 
he came outof,”’ says that this would do 
no good, but I think he is mistaken. 
@f course salaried men, capitalists and land- 
@wnersare opposed to this and raise the cry of 
“cheap money.’ It is to their interest to keep 
produce down to the lowest possible point. If 
wotton was five cents per pound and other 
things in proportion, it would be all-the better 
for them; they would draw their salary and 
clip their coupons just the same, and their ex- 
penses would be that much lower. They don’t 
realize, or don’t care, that “‘whatis fun to them 
is death to us.’’ The rapid increase of our 

Opulation and trade demands an elastic and 
nereasing currency, and the farmers, and those

@epending on their prosperity, are the only 


ones to suffer from a shortage. 

But will congress grant this relief? T have 
mo idea that the present congress will, but if 
the farmers all over our broad land will organ- 
ize as they are now doing, and stand together, 
unvielding and intlexible, and vote to send no 
one to congress or to the legislature hostile to 
their interests (iet the chips fall where they 
may) it will be done. So mote it be.

The 
farmer raised two or three 
cotton, took themto market, bought his iron, 
leather, sugar, coffee and molasses, and 
sometimes a jug of the “crathur,” and 
came home independent and happy. 
No ironclad notes to av; no 
mortgages to lift. The men and oye wore 
homespun cloths, home-made shoes and 
home-uiade wool hats. The women and girls 
Wore home-made shoes, homespun dresses, and 
sun bonnets. They were just as pretty and 
sweet then asnow. The mother sat in the 
corner, smoked her pipe and joked with father, 
while the SiTis cooked and washed, 
boys fed the steck, cut the wood and made 
fires. Ah, me! If we conid just live two or 
three years in “anid lang syne,” we would 
come out ri:

We wanta dog law passed sothat we can 
kill the thonsands of suck-egg hounds 
and sheep-killing curs in this country, 
or make them help to pay = for 
schooling of their masters’ ignorant 
children. We want the State road 
rented or leased to the highest bidder next 
time, an all the proceeds to go into the public 
schoolfund. We want every man who is able 
to keep out of the poorliouse to pay one dollar 
tax for the school fund. We want the real 
estate and the convicts to work the public 
roads. I would vote for the Blair educational 
bill now, and take all the money I!

Epirors Consrirurron:— Your letter re- 
ceived and read by the society of our county 
alliance. I was authorized to reply. The con- 
dition of the average Walker county farmer 
we believe, will compare favorably with any 
in Georgia or the south, and for these reasons 
our farms gencrally are small, productive and 
are cultivated with comparatively little hired 
labor, the work being mostly done by owners 
and members of their families. We raise all, 
or nearly so. of what we eat, raisc some good 
stock of all kinds, planta smaller acreage in 
cotton than our brethren sonth of us 
and for that reason have smaller bills 
for commercia! fertilizers and supplies to pay. 
Now we can, and if we would make these 
bills nothing, one step, and in the right direc- 
tion, would be taken. The “troubles under 
which we labor’ are many and the remedies 
too numerous for a letter as short as I propose 
to make this, but we are beginning to, and 
when we do recognize the fact that we are 


same common interest, and that by well- 
directed, united action can accomplish almost 
anything, then it is we strike at the root of our 
troubles and take hold of the remedies. A 
good portion of our troubles are legislative, and 
the same remedy must come from the legisla- 
ture, but the legislators todo this must come 
from the people, be Insympathy with them and 
their interest and be responsible, if possible, 
to them, not to syndicates, truts and monop- 
olies for their acts, and when we elect such, 
both state and national, men who will set apart 
a portion of the taxes we pay to educate our 
children, at least as well as those reared among 
the frosty rocks of New Harapshire, will rep- 
resent the interest and not deny the rights of 
the farmer and working man, will legislate at 
all times and in all things to protect _us from 
combines, who have the power and use it to 
ix all prices to suit their own interest without 
regard to any other consideration.

NUMBER TWO. 

January 16th,'1889.—Excepting a portion of 
the mountain region of Georgia cotton is the 
chief agricultural product from which the 
-farmer receives cash. All other farm products 
are of minor importance toit so far as the 
means for the realization of money to supply 
the various needs that present athemselves to 
every houschold. 

In discussing this wonderful agricultural 
product of so much importance to the com- 
merce and manufsaetures of the world, we feel 
that all should be grateful that there is such a 
growth as|the cotton plant and we involuntarily 
wish that those who produce it should have a 
reasonable renumeration for their labor. The 
great fluctuations in the price of cotton after 
the late civil war had a very injurious 
effect upon the votton planting 
interests. During the year 1567 the price of 
cotton when planted in the spring was near 
thirty cents per pound, and when gathered in 
the fall -was about ten cents per pound. No 
calculation could meet such a state of affairs, 
causing @ prostration of many farmers from 
which they have never recovered to this day. 
Expenses were incurred looking to the pay-

ment in cotton, when the price received was 


hear twenty cents per pound less than ex- 


pected. 

In the spring of 1868 cotton again went up, 
but the farmer, haying sold his crop, received 
no benefit. The price continued to fluctuate 
for years, gradually becoming lower, until! it 
seems to have settled permanently somewhat 
below ten cents per pound. It was impossible 
to foresee these Teactions in the value of 
this great product, and expenses 
incurred looking toward the value 
ofgcotton, if not provided for at the end of the 
season had to be provided forin future. This 
entailed indebtedness, and this required an 


| additional afea in cotton to the forced neglect 


of other important crops for the purpose of 
paying debts. I doubtif there is any class of 


citizens in any country who have striven more 


to pay their debts than have the Georgia farm- 
ers. They present, in this respect, a spectacie 
that calls forth our admiration. 

It is impossible to answer the question often 
asked: W hat is the cost of growing a pound of 
It may be said that the seasons have 
more to do in determirfing this question than 
any one thing. 

Suflice it to say, that in the condition of an 


_ Ordinary farm in Georgia, where the land is a 
| good averageand the seasons ordinary and 
| cotton looked to as the sole money crop and 


when labor and other expenses are fairly paid, 
it requires care and economy to produce a bal- 


| ance sheet with a credit upon it. 


Where the farm is as it should bo, self-sup- 


| porting aud cotton looked to as the only 


money crop, the profits of growing cotton on 
the present price and that which it has borne 
for the last few years, are not large. 

I think the same may be said of corn, 
wheat, meat and other agricultural food pro- 
ducts that when preduced for sale in our 
markets, that the protits arising therefrom 
are as a rule small. 

The rules made by the committees of the 


cotton and produce exchanges of the great 


money centers are all so framed that the bur- 
den is borne by the product of the 
For instance, if a bale 
of cotton has two kinds of cotton in it the rule 
of the cotten exchange is that it is all bad and 
must be sold by the bad sample. This is man- 
ifestiy unfair. If the bale is less than 3 
pounds a deduction ismade of nearly 10 per 
cent of its value. So with the rule requiring 
it to be placed in a certain kind of bagging, 
etc. Sothe rules as to the sale of every other

In any 
purchase thathe makes when the boxing or 
covering is of value, this courtesy that he is 
forced by the rules of others to give, is not re- 
turned to him. 

I come now to consider that.which has had 
and is still having a most banefal and depress- 
ing effect upon agriculture in this state. 1 
speak of the price that has been and is now 
being paid for commercial fertilizers. I think 
I can demonstrate this, however, much it may 
be denied. To present the view that 
I wish to give of this question will require 
some space, for its importance requires consid- 
eration. 

Whether the use of commercial fertilizers 
have added to or taken from the “agricultural 
wealth of Georgia has been much discussed. 
I will not here enter into it. But take the 
position in discussing this question that, like 
any other article manufactured for general 
use, that it is worth toa judicious man a fair 
percent upon the cost of manufacture, and 
that it will yield, in ordinary seasons, a fair 
profit when properly used. I recognize the 
fact that manuring the soil is the cornerstone 
of successful farming. 

‘hat the farmer has not in the past, 
and does not in the present, obtain 
his commercial fertilizers from the merchant 
at @ fair protiton the value of the materials 
used in their manufacture I will hereafter 
show. To properly understand this matter I 
proceed first to give the history of commercial 
fertilizers as used in Georgia. 

Shortly after the late civil war the high price 
of cotton greatly stimulated its production. 
The desire to use Peruvian guano under the ad- 
vice of Mr. David Dixon, of Hancock county, 
caused a large demand for this great fertilizer. 
Tiis supply from Peru was soon exhausted 
and the demand was so active that various 
factories sprang up mostly in Baltimore, Phila- 
deiphia and other northern’ cities con- 
venient to the ocean, in which 
was manufactured that which was at first 
called guano, but afterwards given various 
1ames, all of which proposed to be the equal 
of Peruvian guano, and was supposed for a 
long time by those who purchased it to con- 
tain Peruvian guano. 

These various mixtures under various names 
were sold for years at the price of Pernvian 
guano, viz: from sixty to eighty dollars per ton. 
An immense quantity was sold in this state. 

These mixtures were purchased and used by 
the farmer with a hope of bettering his condi- 
tion in the improvement of his crops, 

It was impossible for him to calculate 
definitely as to the value of these 
substances, They generally had some stimu- 
lating effect upon the growth of plants,’ but if 
the yield was insuilicient it was attributed, by 
the person from whom it was purchased, toa 
want ofrain, improper use, bad cultivation, ete. 
Other brands of fertilizer said to contain some 
peculiar and wonderful ingredient were rec- 
ommended, and again the hard earned product 
of the farmer was turned from the use of him- 
self and family into the pocket of a manufact- 
urer who was making and selling a character 
of goods without any practical knowledge of 
their utility in the country in which he sold 
them. 

Immense amounts of rich fertilizers were sold 
during several years in Georgia many of them 
of no practical value—some of them shameless 
immpostures. 

These substances were sold during the era of 
which Ll write at the price of from $60 to $80 
per ton, the good, ordinary and bad al! alike. 
The ingredients used in them were kept pro- 
found secrets and they were supposed to be 
made by some patent process known only to 
the manufacturers themselves. The agent 
whosold them generally had sample bottles 
for the purchaser to smell, showing a volatile 
ammonia, the very poorest test of any fertili- 
zer. The stronger this scent the more the 
inixture was recommended. 

‘I deem it necessary to illustrate this matter 
beyond assertion, however well I know the 
truth of that which I write. 

During the several years in which this inju- 
rious trade, so destructive to the agricultural 
interests. was going on without check or hin- 
derance, [ was approached by an. agentof a 
fertUizer company who wished me to purchase 
some of the fertilizers that he represented. 
There was a brand that he called the ‘“St@e- 
wall,’ that he assured me was manufactured 
in England and possessed many wondrous vir- 
tues for the production of cotton. The recol- 
lections attending the name of the fertilizer 
were very dearto me. I purchased a ton of 
the material for which I paid S872 cash. It was 
only forwarded tome from Savannah in bar- 
rels, and appeared to be a reddish substance 
similar to fine burnt clay and, I think 
was, as burned «.clay is consid- 
ered a fertilizer to some of the 
solls of England. Whatever it may have 
been, from a very careful trial of it, lam _ sat- 
isfied that it had no effect whatever 
upon the soil upon = which ] used 
it. In equity and gocd conscience the persons 
who sold me that fertilizer and received the 
money forit owe ittome now with interest. 
I do not expect them to repay it. Admitting 
the integrity of the parties who sold the 
‘Stonewall’ and that it wasmade in England 
and that it was of value as a fertilizer in that 
country and climate, it proved of no value 
upon our soil and climate. 

I know of other parties who used this. same 
substance the same year with similar results. 

These unknown substances were held out 
to the farmer as a means by 
which they could speedily mend 
their fortunes and their use was nearly univer- 
sal, especially as they were nearly all sold ‘‘on 
time.”’ 

Another illustration. I know two farmers 
in middle Georgia who purchased, through a 
factor in Savannah, near one hundred tons of 
a substance called a fertilizer that was manu- 
factured in Baitimore by a man named Ruth 
and was given some long, attractive name that 
I have forgotten. This mixture proved to be 
of little or no practical value as far as could be 
seen by its effect upon the crops and caused a 
loss to the farmers who purchased it that they 
have never recovered from to this day. 

One of the persons who purchased this so- 
called fertilizer informed me that on passing 
through Baltimore some years afterwards he as- 
certained positively that the fertilizer that he 
purchased was made from the ashes of coal 
obtained from the steamboats plying in and 
from Baltimore, a substance of no value what- 
ever as a fertilizer. The ashes were impreg- 
pated with some volatile ammonial substance 
to give them scent, and this was sold in no 
doubt good faith by the agent as a good ferti}- 
izer. The gentleman I thus mention also in- 
formed me tiat he called on Mr. Ruth in bis 
mansion, after he had retired from the busi- 
ness, in regard to this matter. The satisfac- 
tion that he obtained was that Mr. . Ruth said 
that which he bought was good. 

These are but examples of many, very 
many similar cases that have depleted 
and drawn from the agricultural 
wealth of this state and is oneof the many 
causes of its present condition. As commer- 
cial fertilizers are now made superior to those 
during the several years of which I[ write and 
sold atan immense profit at about one third 
of the cost of which they were formerly sold 
we can readily see what a profit was made by 
the manufacturers. From two to three hundred 
per cent. 

An unconscionable profit upon an article for 
such use 

These among other causes to be hereafter 
written of, casta mighty shadow across the 
farmer’s path and he recoiled at the dreadful 
operation. 

Aboutthis time néar thirteen years since 
& society was formed having its 
headquarters in Washington city 
ealled the Patrons of Husbandry, known as 
the Grange. 

This organization spread over the state with 
astonishing rapidity 

The farmers looked to it for assistance to 
extricate them from the toils in which so many 
of them were environed. I was a member of 
this order and an officer in it. The order 
felt that the farmers needed a special depart- 
ment of the state tolook after and care 
their interests. Ata general mecting 
order in Atlanta a resolution was 
questing the legislature to form department 
of agriculture for the purpose of caring for the 
varied interests of agriculture as far as. practi- 
cable. 

The apprehension caused by the iniudicions 
use of oasommercial fertilizers, and =the 
want of knowledge of this subject, 
was oneof the great motives that caused the 
application for the formation of this depart- 
ment. The legislature wasin session, and I 
was requested by the order to bring the matter 
totheir attention. Isaw the committee on 
agriculture upon the subject, andthe chair- 
man requested me to prepare a bill upon the 
matter, asthere was no such department in

befere me, but I drew the bill to form the agri- 


| cuitnral department of this state, detining its 


duties in various matters, and giving the com- 
missioner’ power to prescribe rales and pro- 
hibit the sale of worthless commercial 


fertilizers in this state. I handed the bill to 


it to Mr. Butt. of Marion county, and py him 
was introduced. 

The bill passed without amendment after 
much discussion by the deciding vote of the 
speaker. 

Itshortly thereafter became a law, and 
about the same act has been passed by several 


| of the southern states, including some of the 


northern states since that time. 

I come now to the subject of commercial 
fertilizers, since they have been under the 
control of the department of agriculture, and 
as they are at present sold in this state.

Eprrors ConstirvutTion: I notice an article 
n your paper of recent date, from ‘Country 
Merchant,’’ on the ‘‘Farmers Alliance,’’ iu 
which he makes two very grave charges against 
alliancemen. First, that they have “gone into 
politics,” and are “seeking to control all of 
the eounty offices,’’ in order that they may di- 


| chanis’’ this season. 
Mr. Bacon, the speaker of the house, who gave | “ 


their heads on the governorship and congress- 
inen-” And second, that they are the ‘‘ene- 
mies" of the ‘‘merchant,” (and especially the 
country merchant) and therefore are ~responsi- 
bie for the many “‘failures’’ among the ‘‘mer- 

Now, I have this to say, 
as to the first allegation: The ‘Farmers Al- 
liance’’ is not a political organization, but its 
members are citizens uf their respective coun- 
ties. And as such do not propose to lay aside 
rights as freemen, notwithstanding their ‘‘pre- 
vious condition of servitude.”’ 

But still claim the right to decide for whom 
they shall vote. But I deny that any large 
per cent of them vote either for or against any 
man, solely on account of his profession. It 
feemsto me thatthe trouble with ‘‘country 
merchant’ on this point is, that he is either 
unable, or unwilling, to discriminate between 
apolitical party, anda party in politics. <As 
to the second allegation, | deny it in toto,as far 
as my observation goes, (and 1 believe that a 
majority of the merchants will bear me ont in 
the statement) the farmers have paid up their 
accounts as well, if not better, this season than 
formerly. AndIeay farther that very few 
alliancemen, if any, can be found who have as 
‘country merchant’’ aflirms, sold 
their cotton and refused to pay 
the merchant who furnished them supplies to 
make the same, their may be some, who, like 
some merchants, buy goods on credit, sell the 
same, pocket the money and cry out broke, 
and then try to saddle all the blamo on tlie 
poor farmer, who they have been charging 
from tifty to two hundred per cent. No man 
can long remain a member of any well ordered 
alliance who persues such a dishonest course. 
The whole spirit and tenor of the alliance is 
against such a practice. They teach honesty, 
sobriety, economy, diligence and a faithful cis- 
charge of every obligation to .-_—sc their 
fellowmen, to make no debts that they 
can possible avoid, and by a_- strict 
adherence to these principles better their 
condition and emancipate themselves from the 
credit system, which has been the ruin of so 
many farmers and merchants, too. Is there 
anything dishonorable in such a course as 
that? Isthatenmity against the merchant? 
If so, then the alliance isthe enemy of the 
merchant, but not otherwise. Under the two 
hundred per cent credit system a great many 
men of small capital like ‘Country Merehant,”’ 
were induced to embark in the mercantile bus- 
iness with the hope of making a fortune in a 
short time. But ‘‘Country Merchant’’ begins 
to realize that a fair per cent on his small cap- 
ital will not be good security for him against 
the direct rays of a July sun, hence he is mad

paper? You are agitating the question as to 
what is the matter with the farmers. Amongst 
many others, we would like to present four 
reasons Why the farmers are not more success- 
ful: 1. Not sufiicient attention to details, 2. 
Not raising enough supplies for the farm. 3, 
Your 78 per cent editorial explains a great 
deal of it. J have known men to pay more 
than four times that amount. 4. Rais- 
ing negrvés to no profit. We Know farmers 
who, tifteen years ago, had good farms and 
doing well, that today have worn out farms, 
are badly in debt, and with nothing to show 
for it but a crowd of worthless young negroes 
whose raising has brought about these results. 
We are wearing out our lands raising negroes, 
and the old rule don’t work, to buy more land, 
to buy more niggers, etc. 

And now comes reason No. 5 why we won't 
succeed if there is not something done, and 
the one we wish the attention of ail the farmers 
of Georgia called to. In a recent de. 
cision of the supreme court of 
Georgia it held, if we understand 
it, that it was not criminal for a cropper to 
carry off a part of the crop, (and if a part why 
not all?) whether the landlord had received 
his part, or pay for his advances on the crop 
or not. Farmersin this section have herevo- 
fore understood that 1t was criminal and have 
congratulated themselves that they had one 
law in their interest, but that is knocked 
higher thana kite, and the great question 
with us nbw is, what is going to be done about 
it? Car we afford to furnish land and mules 
and corn and meat and clothes, and in the fall 
have all the crop, if the tenant so wills it, 
carried off, and we left helpless to prevent it.

A COWETA FARMER. 


NEWNAN, Ga., January 26, 1889.--I met to- 
day Mr. E. 8. Dodds, of Oak Ridge, Meri- 
wether county, with whom I was discussing 
the question of dversified farming, and 
whether or nota man could make money in 
his county under that plan; and also if a man 
could make money in the agricultural busi- 
ness, where he made one staple his chief and 
sole product. His answer to the last question 
was emphatically no, and the following state- 
ment from him as to his own experience here 
in Meriwether county isa sufficient corrobo- 
ration of the position so long maintained by 
THE CONSTITUTION. 

Mr. Dodds began farming in said county, with 
his two brothers in 1870 with $2,400 
on their home place of 360° acres. 
At that time he began working at fifty 
cents a day to support his voung wife and chil- 
dren. In 1871 he bought one mule and gave 
his note for same for $150, payable in the fall 
of that year. The brothers planted their lands 
half in corn and half in cotton, sowing some 
wheat and oats making everything on the 
farm necessary for their own consumption. 
They now own 1,400 acres of fine land in that 
county, five good gins, one merchant mill and 
are running twenty plows on their farms. The 
place is entirely out of debt, and they are now 
worth $25,000, which they have made by a 
diversitied system of intensive farming in the 
past fifteen years, without any capital to start 
on, and a liability of $2,400. That proves the 
position of THE ConsTITUTION that farming 
pays in Georgia, if made self-sustaining.

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Marron, O., Jannary 5.—[Staff Correpon 
once.|—The agricultural department goes t 
the farmers of Ohio. The state vets aconnd 
two-third of the county institutes every yeas 
and furnishes two lectures ai each place. Seo 
retary Bonham is one cf the speakers as often 
as he can get around.*He is here today attend. 
ing Marion connty institute and read 
the farmers a lecture on “Tie horse in his. 
tory,’’ tracing the ancient Andilusian, Arabian 
and Norman horses down to the American 
horse of tho present day and pointing out quali- 
ties in the horse which were impressed on him 
by the nations among whom he was bred. 
Breeding here is treated as a science. and 
they split hairs on interwoven strains as care 
fully as the grooms will part the braids of theis 
fancy tail plats. 

The institute is a quarterly meeting of 
farmers, who pay 50 cents a year to the asso- 
ciation and give two days of their time te 
attend cachjmeeting. The meetings are con 
ducted very much like teachers’ institutes. 
The two speakers today are Secretary Bonham 
and Professor Weber, of a college at Colum. 
bus. 

In this way the department manages to reach 
the farmers atan expense of $2,000 a year. 
Phe state agricultural convention is at- 
tended by leading farmers from. all 
parts of the state, and during its sessiou a 
central institute is held. Tils reaches the 
wide-awake, but the department is not content 
to let the work stop with them. It enconr- 
ages the farmer tocome to headquarters fos 
information, but carries the informatioiy 

those who will not come, 

’ this system -every connty ig 
gradnatly inoculated with the spirit of progress, 

Secretary Bonham says that the Ohio farmers 
is the under doy in the fight now. Lands 
about here are worth S10 to S100 an acre, 
Which he says is only 50 or GO per cent of theix 
value five years ago.

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The depreciation is du 
largely to the competition of cheap lands in 
the west, which cheap transportation has 
brought so near that their products are brought 
in and sold for prices unremunerative to Obie 
farmers, who grow wheat on hieh priced lands, 

The cattle breeders are snifer ing in the same 
way from the competition of Chicago beef, 
Cattle raised on the piainus are brought in and 
solid for two or three-cents a pound on foot. 
The cattle breeders who have to feed their 
stock in winter are unable to compete with 
this, and their only resource is to raise fine 
cattle for a fancy article of beef, which sells 
readily in the east at five. cents. This has 
caused the breeders to give particular atten- 
tion to short-horns and Galways 

{n the same way oieomargarine has com. 
polled a better article of butter, Country 
buiter, not made in creameries, but gathered 
up in miscellaneous lots by country merchants 
and worked over or colored, is less saleable 
than oleomargarine at 20 . cents. Cream: 
ery butter, however, Which ig 
well managed and of good quality and color, 
is not affected by the competition of oleomar. 
garine. 

The competition of cheaper western lands 
has caused a good deal of emigration from 
Ohio. Mr. Charles Harman, the generai agent 
of the Georgia associated lines in Cincinnati, 
says that at least 20,000 farmers left Ohio last 
year for Washington territory. The year be- 
fore there was an exodus to California and the 
year before that to Texas. 

‘*W hat the south needs,” said he, “‘is intelli. 
vent advertising. Iam in the same office with 
the agent of the Missouri Pacific road, and 
they send out onefthousancd pieces of advertising 
matter where we send out one.”’ 

Mr. Warwick, a son of the agent~of that 
road, remarked that Kansas jiad increaeed it@ 
population a million anda half since 1774 by 
lavish advertising. ‘In 1874,” said he, ‘‘the 
grasshoppers ate up every vestige of the cropa 
and property went down to nothing. My 
father, who had gone there for the Sata Fe 
road, let his property sell for taxes. A great 
deal of real estate went that way. The state 
was in a bad way, and they commenced to ad. 
vertise. Since then they bave averaged 100,000 
immigrants a year. ‘They came mostly 
from other states, and many of them were 
good farmers who brought money with them. 
I have personal knowledge of a number of 
families who had lived al! their lives in north. 
ern Ohio who moved to Kansas.”’ 

Chariie Harman puts in a 
Georgia at every opportunity. 
cinnatt began to expend $4,000,000 on 
belgian blocks the Gecrgia granite was cons 
demned in the local test and the Commercial 
Gazette ridiculed it as ‘‘watermelon granite.” 
Mr. Harman, satisfied that the test was not 
fair, secured a special car aud carried the Cin. 
cinnati board gof puble works to Stone 
Mountain and then to Washington, 
where the granite was tested by government 
experts and found to be better than all ita 
competitors. The resultis that there are a 
million or more dollars’ worth of Georgia 
granite now in the streets of Cincinnati, and 
other Ohio towns are following suit. Within 
the last week orsv Mr. Harman went up te 
Columbus with Mr. Foster and helped him 
close a trade for 450 cars of Georgia granite. 

Cincinnati, Cleveland, Columbus and othe 
large towns in Ohio give a great stimulous te 
truck raising. Each of these places has an 
environment of market gardens and smal{ 
farms. Ohio is full of good towus of five, ten 
or fifteen thousand people, and each one has 
its important manufacturing interests. Secree 
tary Lonham thinks this does not effect the 
farmers favorably. ‘*I vote protection,”’ said he, 
‘but this idea that the manufacturing towng 
help the farmers is ali bosh. ‘They give the 
hucksters a living and make a demand for 
cheese, butter, chickens and eggs, but do not 
improve the price of the principal farm crops 
at all,’”’ 

Thisisan admission that the manufactur. 
ing towns enable the farmer to cash the small] 
items which go to waste where there isn@ 
hungry community of workmen to take them 
at living prices; and these sma}l items husbe 
anded and soldto the best advantave often 
amount to a good net profit on the farmer’ 
investment when his larger crops just pay out 

In Ohio almost every county seat is a manue 
facturing town, and the close relations of the 
farm and factory strike a stranger as one of 
the most important factors in the prosperity of 
a commonwealth which its citizens habitually 
speak of as ‘‘the great state of Ohio.”’ It ig 
an object lesson in the development, which 
will make Georgia, with her richer resources, 
a still greater commonwealth, where naturd@ 
will yield to the husbandman a less frugal re« 
turn and to the manufacturer a greater wealth 
of material.

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SURRENCY'S SPOOK. 


THE OD HOUSE AGAIN FURNISHES 
A SUPERNATURAL SENSATION. 


ILLUMINATED BY NO E/RTHLY LIGHT- 


Frank M. Huey Observes the Strange Phenomenon 
and Goes to Make an Inyestigation—He is Left 
Alone in the Darkness—A Night in the 
Haunt of the Pine Barrens.

Surrency! 

Do you remember it ? 

Of course, everybody remembers this place, 
thescene of the strangeest and most unac- 
countable phenomenon that ever puzzled the 
skeptics or frightened the credulous, 

The sickly light of a sunless day was rapidly 
paling in the west as I stepped off the train at 
this little lonely station in the heart of the 


pine barrens. 

A wreck caused us to have to lie over, and 
I determined to avail myself of this opportu- 
nity to visit the haunted house. 

Leaden clouds veiled the cheerless heavens, 
and the sobbing rain came down, mingling its 
grievous wail with the plaintive sighs of the 
wind among the pines. 

A long, low, weather beaten structure. once 
the building where a large saw mill was 
located, but which has now been removed to 
Kingville, flanks the south side of the railroad. 
Beyond isa row of negro huts, for the most 
part untenanted since the mill business played 
out. 

On the north side is a straggling sort of street 
with half a dozen one story dwellings, a store, 
the little dingy station, a new pump house built 
of rough lumber; and last of all, solemn and 
desolate, 

THE SURRENCY HOUSE. 

It is atwo-story building, fronting south. 
The tall brick chimneys that rise at either 
end, are ghastly white, the little square win- 
dows of the second story, with the panes 
broken out pretty thickly, are forcible remind- 
ers of the weird and uncanny history of that 
fated dwelling. 

The approach is along a short walk bordered 
with stunted water oaks, and inside the gate 
which creaks wearily on its rusty hinges, are a 
number of somber cedars, that stood in mute 
and motionless melancholy in front of the long 

yiazza that runs from end to end of the 
puilding, i 

This piazza has_ a low eave and low ceiling, 
giving the house a beetle-browed look, and the 
low columns are of adeep blue, look dingy 
and old. 

There are three doors and not a lock but 
what is broken. 

The spook did that. 

He, she or it, as the case may be. broke 
every lock and every door in that house, long 
ago, and they have never been repaired. 

Many panes are broken out of the windows 
that light the two main rooms. 

Into the right hand door, which opens on to 
the old parlor, I walked. 

The startied echoes went jarring and crash- 
ing through closet and corridor as my footsteps 
on the cold bare floor awoke them from their 
restless dreams. 

On the opposite side of the hall, higher than 
I could reach, is the old-fashioned eight day 
clock, the minute hand gone, a hole in the 
center of the dial plate that gives it the look of 
the front view of a skull, and the hour 
hand pointing, in mute explanation, to the 
hour of Six, 

It has pointed to that honr for sixteen years! 

I passed through another door that stood 
ajar—nearly everything stands ajar there— 
and entered the dining room, a dusky cham- 
ber with no ceiling, the rafters upholding the 
conical roof, ‘making me feel that I was 

INSIDE A SKELETON, 

The safeand cupboard and dining table are 
still there, and just beyond is the kitcken. 

A little dilapidated stove wasin one corner 
of that, and crouching beside it an 
elderly woman shivered as she strove to mend 
up the fire, 

She was the first living thing IL had seen 
about the place. 

‘How d’ye do, sir,”’” said she, in answer to 
my salutation. 

‘‘And this is the haunted house, is it?”’ 

“That's what some folkses calls it,’’ said 
she, glancing over her shoulder as she spoke, 
“butas furmy partI hain’t never seed no 
sperrits here.’’ 

‘‘How long have vou lived here ?’’ 

“Laws a’me, I dunno. Good many years’ I 
be’n wi’ this ’ere East Tennessee road. I de- 
clar’ I dunno percizely.’”’ 

‘*Do you know the story of the house °”’ 

“Well, ef ye’ll jest show me anybody in these 
diggings that don’t know ’bout hit, IL’ll give 
yeapurty. Sixteen or sebenteen year ago hit 
wer’ the bigges’ skeery times ever you hearn 
of. 
‘*fust to think, right thar in that ‘ere dinin’ 
room, the bricks and chunks and smoothin’ 
irns ’d come a tumblin’ down f’om the ceil- 
in’, in th’ough the winders, an’ every which 
way; an’ Mis’ Surrency—Mis’ Thigpen she is 
raw—couldn’t keep no dishes at all.

Politics and Crime. 

The comments of the republican organs

A Sign ot Progress. 

The postal business of a community keeps 
pace with its growth. When a city is fall- 
ing behind in population and commerce the 
receipts of its postoffice will corresponding- 
ly decrease; and, on the other hand, when 
the place is growing and _ prosperous, the 
business of the postoffice will be increased. 

In another coluinn will be found a com- 
parative summary of the business transacted 
by several leading southern postoffices for 
the years 1878 and 1888. The figures pre- 
sented teil an astonishing story of progress 
and development. 

Ten years ago the Atlanta office received 
only $29,492.48 and disbursed $32,115.62, 
thus failing to pay expenses by $2,623.14. 
The same year Savannah’s receipts were 
slightly ahead of ours, leaving a net reve- 
nue of nearly $2,000 for the office. The 
Charleston office received nearly $44,000, 
with a net revenue of over 82,000. At 
Richmond the receipts were over $67, - 
and the net revenue was nearly $4,70 
Nashville received over 349,000, and aia a 
net revenue of over $3,700. Memphis 
showed over $50,000 in receipts and a net 
revenue of nearly $300. 

But in 1888, ten years later, all this was 
changed. Atlanta came to the front with a 
total of postofiice receipts amounting to 
$124,014.82, leaving, after all disbursements, 
a net revenue of $84,525.52, a net increase 
of over 387,000, nearly three times the sum 
total of Atlanta’s receipts ten years before. 

The other offices mentioned stood as fol- 
lows: Savannah’s receipts were in round 
numbers 372,000, net revenue $46,000; 
Charleston, receipts 66,000, 
$39,000; Richmond, receipts $159,000, net 
revenue $90,000; Nashville, receipts $112,- 
000, net revenue 475,000; and Memphis, 
receipts $117,000, net revenue $50,000, 

Not a single city in the list, with the ex- 
ception of Richmond, shows anything like 
the tremendous increase of the Atlanta 
postofiice’s volume of business and net 
revenue. 

These figures are from the postmaster- 
general’s report, and they speak for them- 
selves. In addition to these points, the ar- 
ticle referred to will show that in 1878 only 
two Georgia cities wete reported as deposi- 
tories for the postoftice department, but in 
1888 the report mentions in Georgia no less 
than twenty-nine presidential offices. The 
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increase in the postal business of Georgia | 


has steadily grown from year to year, and it 
isan unmistakable indication of a rapidly 
growing population and commerce, 

So faras Atlanta is concerned, the 
master-zeneral’s statistics place her Virtually 
at the head of the procession, anda similar 
ratio of increase for the next ten years will 
or her far in lead of the southern

Tho Agricultural one imental Station 

The interview in yesterday’s CoNSTITU- 
TION With Congressman Hatch and other 
members of the house committee on agricul- 
ture, will no doubt have considerable weight 
in influencing the action of the commission 
on experimental station in locating the 
station. 

Mr. Hatch, the author of the bill making 
federal appropriations for such stations, says 
that under the provisions of his bill, stations, 
to receive the government appropriation, 
must go with the state colleges, which, for 
Georgia, means Athens, ‘‘There can be no 
question about it,”’ said he. ‘+The bill said 
the station shal 1 be established under direc- 
tion of the college, or colleges, or 
tural department of colleges in each state or 
territory established or which may hereafter 
be established, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of an act approved July 2, 1862.”’ 

Mr. Morgan, of Mississippi, and other 
members of the committee, take a similar 
position, clearly showing that Athens has 
the insidetrack in the matter of the loca- 
tion of the station in the opinion of those 
who will supply the money for it mainten- 
ance. And outside of this, there is every 
reason why the station should be operated 
in connection with the agricultural college.

Are Elev seu Dangerous? 

The elevator has come to stay. Occa- 
sionally it may crush or kill a man, but 
very few people are going to walk to the 
top floor of a six-story building when the} 
have a chance to ride ina lift.

Te company is extremly fortunate in its 
golection of a captain in the person of Miss 
Jessio McNamee, who is the central and 

icturesque feature of the organization. The 
ady mentioned is a rather petite and very 
pretty brunette, quietin manner. but possessed 
ofa vein of earnestness and determination 
with which she has to a great extent succeeded 
fn infusing the other members of the company. 
Her grave and dignitied demeanor when at 
the head of her corps excites much favorable 
comment, and it is apparent to all thatin her 
knowledge of military tactics she is far in the 
advance of the other girls, Aftera few more 
drills it is Miss MeNamee’s intention to take 
full contro) of the corps and dispense with the 
services of the drillmaster. Speaking of the 
origin of the idea and its subsequent develop- 
ment, Miss McNamee said: 

“The idea occurred to ine last winter froma 
picture in St. Nicholas representing a group of 

oung ladies in military costume. Iam very 
ised of military drills and at once proceeded 
to sound some of the young ladies on the sub- 
_— They took readily to the idea, and we 

mmediately preceeded to put the scheme into 

practicableoshape, Assoon as our organization 
was formed a drillmaster was obtained from 
Fort Wadsworth, and wekept up our driils 
until warm weather interfered. Thegirls were 
so enthusiastic and derived so much pleasure 
from the practice that we determined to renew 
our lessons during the present season. 

“Although it looks like fun to an outsider, 
itis real hard work, but there have been no 
defeticns from the ranks on that account. We 
intend to work harder still until we are per- 
fect in every detail of military tactics. We 
have not taken up the manual of arms as yet, 
as our muskets are not ready. We expect to 
have them ina fortnight at the fo and 
as soon as we have had sufhicient practice we 
will be prepared to give either exhibition or 
competitive’ drills at least once a week. We 
aie thoroughly in earuestin our desire to be- 
oome projlicient in everything pertaining to 
military tactics, practically as well as theoret- 
feally. This is no passing fancy born of ennui, 
but a desire to profit by our instruction physi- 
cally as wellas mentally. The exercise inci- 
dental tothe drill has hada wonderful effect 
on the physical development of the girls which 
noamouut of perfunctory gymnastics could* 
have produced.” 

These girls are going to give a public drill 
for the denelit of some charity soon, Why 
can't the King’s Daughters get the captain of 
the Gate City Guard or Ritles to drill them 
during Lent, and bave a publicdrill at Easter’

‘Birmingham’s civilized to what she used 
to be,”’ remarked agentleman. ‘‘Why,’’ pul- 
ling out a railroad ticket, there was a time 
when aman would murder you for this, and 
never give the deed a thought.”

THE MARRIAGE OF NEAR KIN,

Nothing Apparently to Justify the Common 
Prejudice Against It. 
IF'rom the Scientific American. 

There is a widespread idea that consanguine- 
ous unions produce either defective offspring or 
none atall. Whena marriage between cousins is 
spoken of, sterility or a deaf-mute, idiotic or 
deformed progeny is predicted, and examples are 
always at hand to citein support of the prophecy. 
Does this opinion rest upon positive and well- 
authenticated facts, or is it erroneous’? This isa 
question that was examined a few years ago by Mr. 
G. H. Darwin, who, after a profound study of the 
subject, came to the conclusion that, in the present 
state of science, there is nothing to justify the com- 
mon prejudice that exists against the marriage of 
near kin. More recently the subject has been further 
examined by Mr. A. H. Huth, who has just published 
an exhaustive work upon it, in which he arrives at 
the same conclusions that Mr. Darwin did: Mr 
Huth thinks that consanguinity of itself plays no 
particular role inthe union of individuals of the 
same stock. In the descendants it increases the 
tendencies common to the two progenitors. By 
reason of théir relationship, the closer this is and 
the closer the relationship of the ancestors, the 
greater is the tendency ofthe descendants to exhib- 
it the same dispositions, If these are good, consan- 
guineous unions will be advantageous, ip that they 
will fortify and intensify them. If, on the contrary, 
they are bad, such unions should be avoided, in 
order to prevent a reinforcement of unfavorable 
tendencies, which should be suppressed. But the 
ease is identical where it is a question of unrelated 
persons, No reasonable person would urge two 
neuropathic iudividuaJs of different family to unite 
because he knows that the neurosis has every 
chance to become intense in the dagecndants. On 
the contrary, a union between consanguineous indi- 
viduals, equally healthy and well favored, ought to 
be encouraged. 

What may be urged against marriages of near kin 
is the facility with which unfavorable tendencies 
are transmitted, and the relative rarety of the cir- 
cumstances in which such marriages can really be 
advised. But; this admitted and explained, con- 
sanguinity ofitself presents no inconvenience. es- 
pecially if we consider how remote, by reason of the 
existing laws upon marriage, is the degree of con- 
sangu nity between individuals capable of uniting 
legit Mviely, 

Hpon the whole, consanguinity accumulates and 
intensifies tendencies, Iitbese are bad, the mar- 
riege of near kin should be avoided; if good, it may 
we favored. Butas, unfortunately, the unfavorable 
tendencies are more frequently transmitted, because 
they are the ones that are established with the 
most facility, there is oftener more reason for avoid- 
ing than seeking such unions. Upon the whole, 
Mr. Huth concludes that the accusations directed 
against marriages of near kin are not justificd in the 
present state of science.

Vex, The work of construction will be begun 
at onog, and by the first of May the road “ iil 
be ig operation as faras Inman park. fhe 
earsare being built in Philadelphia. They 
are called palace cars, and it is claimed tiat 
they are finer than any ever brought south. 
The Thoimpson-Houston company is arung- 
ing the dynamo and propose to make the 
road perfect in its operation. 

FKdgewood avenue is being graded by tiie 
city and the appropriation for most of the 
street has been’ passed up by the city council, 

[Inman park, which has just been opened to 
the public for residence purposes, lics between 
Atlanta end Edgewood, beginning at the Air- 
Line shops, extending for about a mile down 
the road toward Edgewood and covering a 
roliing wvooudland strip near three quarters of 
a mile wide, running along the Decatur road. 

Eight or ten acres have been set apart tor 
park purposes, laid off in walks and drives 
and shrabbery and flowers are being set out. 


The Fast End Land company which owns

The field is so large that now associa- 
tious are constantly being organized and new 
series of the old ones issued, and still the legit- 
imate demand for money to build houses grows 
faster than the supply. 

Te meet the situation an arrangement has 
been mace by the Kast End Land company to 
lend money for the building of houses at Inman 
park, and this will doubtless be supplemented 
by new building associations in that locality as 
the suburb crows. Atlanta men rank with the 
best in their respective lines, and if the Kast 
End people are not equal to the emergencies 
that wiil arise in building up Inman park they 
will break their own record for fertility of re- 
BoUurces.

The circumstances of the case are of a pecu- 
lar and complicated nature. Briefly told jthe 
@igcu netances are these. 

On Friday evening, January lith,a young 
gan named N. B. Tysor was brought to the 
stationhouse. He had received a wound of 
gome sort just over the left eye and stated at 
the time that he had been shot by @ man on 
Peters street. The external appearance of the 
wound corroborated the story. [be story itself, 
pes he told it, together with details of his arrest, 
were given in fuil in next day’s ConsTiiv- 


XN. 

A case of drunk and disorderly conduct was 
booked against the young man, but that night, 
a few minutes after he was locked up, a 
“brother of Mr. Tysor’s called at the station- 
house and put up collateral for the prisoner's 
appearance next morning. In recorder’s court 
next day the case was dismissed. 

The young man was well dressed and gen- 

] in appearance, but either dazed by the. 
low or under the influence of an intoxicant, 

He was euiployed at the Western and At- 

antic shops. After the injury was inflicted 
ir. Tysor did not seem to be in his right mind. 
He was melancholy and complained almost 
sonstantiy of being sick. He has worked but 
one day since that and was exhausted by it. 
Most of the time he was in bed, and Friday 
evening before supper he began growing 
worse. Hc ate supper as usual, however. He 
then went to his room upstairs and laid down 
across a bed complaining that his stomach was 
giving him intense seam 

He grew worse during the night, and yes- 
terday about half po seven Dr. W. D. Biz- 
gel) was summoned. 

When the pliysician arrived the young man 
Was dying. He was not conscious,-and was 
frothing at the nose and mouth, 

About 9 o’clock Mr. Tysor died. Dr. Biz- 
gell believed that the young man had been 

isoned, and whether by his own hand or by 

he hand of another was an important question, 
and one for a jury. 

Coroner Avary was informed of the circum- 
stances and ordered an inquest to be held at 8 
o'clock. 

About half past two in the afternoon Cap- 
tain Jim Wright arrested Sam McDonald, the 
gman charged with inflicting the blow on Ty- 
sor’s head. 

The Inquest. 

Last night at 33 North Pryor street, where 
the young man has been boarding together 
with his two brothers, the inquest was held. 

The first witness was Dr. W. D. Bizzell. 
He gave his opinion that the symptoms he 
observed while Mr. Tysor was dying indi- 
cated poison. The condition of the dying 
man’s mind indicated a narcotic poison, fike 
morphine, and the bloody froth indicated irri- 
tation of the stomach lining caused by a cor- 
rosive poison, such as some preparation of 
arsenic. The symptoms, he believed, could 
not have been caused by any other than a 
combination of narcotic and corrosive poisons. 

The next witness was Mr. George 
D. Tysor, brother of the deceased. 
He told about the blow’ and the 
subsequent change in his’ brother’s condition, 
of his recent iliness, and about finding the 
postal card in the ppckets of the deceased. 

The date, ‘‘Norcross, Ga., December 24, 
188s,"’ is in a different handwriting from the 
other. The card was left in the room by a 
young man who was in Norcross Christmas 
eve. He dated it there, put it in his pocket 
and afterwards left it lying upon the table in 
young Tysor’s room. 3 

The witness further stated that his brother 
had frequenily spoken of his arrest in a way 
that showed how keenly he felt it, and re- 
marked more than once that he would rather 
have died than been locked up. 

Mr. Tysor believed that the postal card was 
written by his brother. 

The next witness was Mr. T. J. Tysor, an- 
other brother of the deceased. He was handed 
the postal card and asked if he recognized 
the handwriting. 

He had not seen the card before, or heard of 
it, and he started with surprise as he read the 
address and recognized his brother’s hand- 
writing. He read it through, and -then an- 
ewered quietly: 

“That looks like Pole’s writing.’’ 

“Your brother?’ 

“Yes, the dead one,” 

The next witness was Mr. Joseph A. Hall,a 
Western and Atlantic man, that worked in 
the shops with the deceased. His only import- 
ant evidence was to the eifect that since the. 
blow was inflicted deceased had seemed me!}- 
ancholy and not always in his right mind, and 
frequently complained of feeling sick. 

Mr. Edward F. McNamara testiiied to the 
Bame thing. 

The evidence, summed up, was this: The 
direct cause of death was poison. The ques- 
tion still undetermined was as to whether the 
blow on the head injured the mind to such an 
extent that it was indirectly responsible for 
the death. 

To determine this an autopsy was held. 

It was found that the skull bore a slight 
Indication ot the blow, but the brain under- 
Meath was healthy and normal. 

The jury then returned the following ver- 
dict: 

“We, the jury empaneled and sworn to 
fnguire into the cause of the death of N. B. 
Tysor, here lying dead, find from the evidence 
adduced that deceased came to his death from 
poison, and in our opinion the same was ad- 
ministered by his own hand and with suicidal 

tent. Bb. W. Brzzevcr, Foreman. 

“J.C. Avary, Coroner.”’

The railroad commission was in session yes- 
terday, a full board being present. 

Two very important decisions were rendered. 

1. In the matter of theacomplaint of certain lum- 
bermen against the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern Railway company on account of an extra 
charge oftwo dollarsand ten cents per Car af 
Savannah, the commissioners say: 

“The commissioners aré of the opinion that the 
extra awount of two dollars and ten cents charged 
by the Favannah. Florida and Western Railway 
compauy upon each cer load of lumber transported 
over its road and delivered at its wharves in Savan- 
nah is a yiclation of Circular No. 6, 
issued by the commission on the 29th day 
of April, 1880, and the company is ordered 
to desist from making such charge.’’ 

2. In the matter of the petition of certain lumber 
men for an increase of the carload weight o 
lumber from 21,000 pounds to 50,000 pounds, the 
commissioners say: ‘After careful consideration of 
the subject the commissioners are constrained to 
deny the petition.’’ 

The commissioners also issued an order exempt- 
ing railroads ten miles in length less from the rule 
requiring @ charge for freight rates for every five 
miles,

The Postmaster General's Report Contains 
Much Information That is Interesting 
and Valuable—The Growth of Business. 


The best testimony about the growth of a 
city isto take official statistics, compiled by 
government officers in certain departments 
that indicate what is being done in the cities. 
The postmaster general’s report for 1888 shows 
that Atlanta has increased in population and 
business very rapidly since 1878, It is simply 
wonderful to examine the figures in these re- 
ports, and the steady increase from year to 
year is a very hopeful sign to our citizens that 
Atlanta has all the time been having a steaay 
boom. 

But these figures are more emphatic than 
anything we can say. 

By the postmaster general’s report ‘for 1578 it 
will be seen that the receipts of the Atlanta 
oftica failed to pay the expenses in 1878 by 
$2,623.14, and that the net revenue of the 
oflice in 1888 was $54,525.32.

Only two cities in Georgia were reported as 
depositories for postoflice department in 1578, 
Atlanta and Savannah. In 1888 the following 
cities are reported as presidential offices: 
Albany, Americus, Athens, Atlanta, Augusta, 
Bainbridge, Barnesville, Brunswick, Carters- 
ville, Columbus, Cuthbert, Dalton, Gainsville, 
Grittin, Hawkinsville, LaGrange, Macon, 
Madison, Marietta, Milledgeville, Newnan, 
(uitman, Rome, Savannah, Thomasville, 
Valdosta, Washington, Waycross, and West 
Point.
